Possible Cotton Trust Is Discussed at 
Length by Expert 
Holmes.

Washington, June 24.—There were two 
witnesses before tho industrial commission 
today. A. C. True, director of the office 
of experiment stations, and Géorge K. 
tio!mes, gtatistical expert, both of the de- 
partment of agriculture. 

Dr. True advocated gévernmen: csMoploy- 
ment of traveling professors for the benefit 
of farmers’ institutes ,. and advised in- 
structors in mature, espectally in rural 
schoo!s as preparation tor agricultural in- 
Struci{ion. The movement for agricultural 
education {tn the United States, he said,. is 
only part of a world-wide movement, in- 
cluding Egypt.and Turkey. He pointed 
out that all this mean: competition for the 
trade of the world. 

Mr. Holmes submitted detailed atatistics 
and showed. the average per capita earn- 
ings of farm laborers was $227, without 
board, against $277 paid to persons in do- 
mestic services, $427 to miners and $445 in 
the mechanical arts. He concluded the 
Condition of the farm laborer was wretch- 
edly poor, while the farm owner was but 
liithe better. The farmer receives an aver- 
&@ge of only $22.61 per month, counting 
nothing for interest, according to his esti- 
mate. He urged the commission to remem- 
ber the agricultural trusts in their recom- 
mendations, citing numerous fruit associa- 
tions, ‘milk producers’ association and said 
an existing tendency toward organization 
among cotton growers, if if took definite 
Shape, would be the most eigantic trust tn 
the world. He thought far more co-opera- 
tive -associations should be under state 
Supervision to safeguard the members. 

The southern states, he Suggested, should 
take means to limit the percentage of liens 
On growing ootton crops. He considered 
the credit system in the south responsible 
for the over-production of this Staple ar- 
ticle.

WCOD TRACES YELLOW FEVER. 


Gcvernor of Santiago Tells Where the 
Disease Originates. 

Washington, June 2%4.—Brigadier General 
Leonard Wood, commanding the depart- 
ment of Santiago, was at the war depart- 
ment today. 

Speaking of the outbreak of yellow fever 
in Santiago, General ‘Wood says he has a 
cable from Captain Gilmore explaining 
that the cases originated in what is called 
the “Army and Navy Bar,” a liquor place 
of bad repute in the slum, which it has 
been found necessary to, close séveral 
times. This place was started and named 
by some Americans and is the resort of the 
seafaring men and women from the north 
coast of South America and the islands of 
the Caribbean The soldiers stricken 
with the fever had been frequenting this 
place and the belief is that they became 
Infected from some of the persons they 
met there. General Wood says that it is 
Sometimes impossible to tell where the 
fever comes from. 

When asked as to the prospects of his 
leaving the army General ‘Wood remarked 
(Mat nothing definite had been agreed upon. 

“One dislikes to leave the army. in time 
of war,” he remarked.

AT BREST TODAY 


Cruiser with the Celebrated Prisoner 
Is Expected This Afternoon

GREAT CROWDS ARE PRESENT 


Immense Bemonstratlen 's Organized by 
Revislonlsts, 


TROUBLE MAY FOLLOW THE LANDING 


Socialists Are Now Determined That 
the Prisoner Shall Have Fair 
Treatment When He Reach- 
es French Soil Once 
More. 


Brest, France, June 24.—Captain Dreyfus 
will not arrive here until Sunday even ng 
at the earliest. This was the latest news 
that was circulated in Brest on the re- 
ceipt of the announcement that the cruiser 
Sfax had passed Madeira yesterday. The 
population of the city continues to main- 
tain the calmest mood imaginable. 

Red posters displayed at various ponts 
heralded a meeting of Dreyfusites tonight 
in the Halle de Venise, the biggest danc- 
ing hall in Brest, situated in the vicinity 
of the arsenal. 

The demonstration was organized by so- 
clalists and was ‘attended by 1,200 persons, 
the audience consisting mainly of socialists 
and anarchists, together with a few de- 
tectives. 

The speakers, among whom were most 
of the socialist leaders, addressed the audile 
ence from a balcony. ‘They attacked mill- 
tarism and reaction. The audience en- 
thusiastically cheered all references t0 
Dreyfus, Zola ang Picquart. A couple of 
individuals who tamely cried ‘‘Abas Juifs’’ 
were promptly hustled out, but otherwise 
the meeting was perfectly calm and the 
squads of police who ‘were stationed in 
the adjacent streets had absolutely nothing 
to do. 

The speakers called upon their hearers to 
assemble upon the arrival of Dreyfus in 
order to defend liberty and justice. The 
audience dispersed with cries of ‘Vive so- 
cial revolution,”’ ‘‘Vive Zola’ and “Vive 
Picquart.”” Some of the shouts of “Vive 
anarchy’’ were heard. 

The representative of the Associated 
Press saw M. Schiron, the leader of the 
Brest socialists, who said in the course of 
his conversation: 

‘We intend to be present at the landing 
of Dreyfus, but we do not prapose to 
make any demonstration. We shall be 
perfectly orderly and quiet unless the re- 
actionaries attempt to make a demonstra- 
tion against Dreyfus. In that case we 
shall defend the cause of liberty and jus- 
tice.”

Pana, Il., June 23.—Prospects for an early 
settlement of the miners’ strike are 
brighter tonight than at any time since 
the lockout of the men occurred fifteen 
months ago. The Pana Coal Company clos- 
ed its mines today, discharging all negroes,

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MAY HAVE TO PAY THE TAX. 


Decision of the Treasury Department 
Awaited by Ship Brokers. 

Savannah, Ga., June 24.—(Special.)—It 
develops today that in case of an adverse 
decision from the treasury department, the 
ship brokers of Savannah will have to pay 
back taxes in the way of stamps on charter 
parties amounting to about $2,000. The tax 
on charter parties amounts to from $3 to 
$10. Since the war tax act became effective 
the ship brokers here have been having 
their charters made on the other side of 
the water, and duplicates were sent them 
when the vessels @ artered came over. The 
claim of the ship broker is that these dupli- 
cates are not subject to the stamp tax, but 
Deputy Colleetor Theo Bach, of this city, 
has taken the matter up, and it is his con- 
tention that these duplicates must pay the 
tax. Mr. Bach has taken the matter up 
with Collector Rucker, and in the meantime 
Captain D, G, Purse, president of the board 
of trade, has taken part in the discussion on 
the other end, and is working in the inter- 
est of ship brokers. Captain Purse has 
asked that in case it should be held that 
the duplicate charter parties are subject to 
tax, the decision be made not retroactive. 
A settlement of the question will be anx- 
iously awaited here. 


FOUGHT WITH BUGGY WHIPS. 


Two Farmers Lash Each Other Un- 
mercifully. 

EPufaula, Ala., June 24.—(Special.)}—Boyd 
and Benton, farmers, near Texasville, 
fought a desperate duel with buggy whips 
at that place yesterday. They disputed 
and came to blows and afterwards agreed 
to settle thelr differences with buggy whips. 
They lashed each other unmercifully until 
their whips were worn to a frazzle and then 
they pounded each other with the butt ends 
until the whips were worn out. The men 
were cut and lacerated on every inch of 
their bodies and their faces were gashed 
beyond recognition. An eye witness tu the 
affair says the sight was shocking beyond 
description. -They were drenched with 
Llood from head to foot and neither had 
advantage of other. Both are suffering 
agonies, but may recover. 


THREE BOYS KILLED BY TRAIN. 


Victims Were Crossing the Track in 
a Buggy. 

Norfolk, Va., June 24.—At 2 o'clock this 
afternoon the Norfolk and Southern pas- 
senger train went within one mile of Eliz- 
abeth City, N. C., dashed ¢nto a buggy in 
which three boys were seated, killing all 
three, as well as the horse, and demolish- 
ing the buggy. The victims of the tragedy 
were Henry and Wiliam Mann, aged re- 
spectively fourteen and ten years, sons 
of William Mann, and Charles Baker, aged 
fourteen, son of Richard Baker. Physi- 
clans were hurried to the scene of the 
tragedy from Elizabeth City, but arrived 
too late. The Mann boys were killed in- 
stantly and the Baker boy, whose skull was 
crushed, only lived ten minutes. 

Richard Mann, the oldest son of William 
Mann, was Killed in a shingle mill ten 
months ago.

The State Railroad Commission Will 
Consider It on Tuesday. 


LOOKING INTO FREIGHT RATES

Roads Will Hold It Indefinitely for 3 
Cents Per 100 Pounds—Big Prof- 
its by Former Railway Men.

The coming week will be an interesting 
one to railway men. The state railroad 
commission will take up the Atlanta pas-~- 
senger station matter, and will investigate 
cotton rates and local rates on the Atlanta 
and West Point road. 

A conference will be held tomorrow. be- 
tween the city authorities and a committee 
from the roads on the proposed passenger 
station. It can be set down as a certainty, 
however, that the roads will not submit a 
proposition in writing to the city. They 
said the last time they were before the 
commission that they were at the end of 
their rope. They asserted that they had 
dcne all they could without co-operation 
from the city; but Major Thomas, of the 
Western and Atlantic, speaking for the 
roads, declared that if the city would 
bridge Whitehall and the state would close 
Pryor street and make a satisfactory ar- 
rangement about the lease, the roads would 
build a new station on the present site. 
They will not build on the present site un- 
less they can get rid of grade crossings, 
and get an extension from the state of the 
lease on the terminal. 

What the commission will do to hasten 
the new station remains to be seen. The 
board does not want to order the roads to 
leave the present terminal and some of the 
roads do not want to leave. At the same 
time the roads are not satisfied with the 
old site. They say that if they spend 
$300,000 on a new building there they will 
be crowded for room in fifteen years. 

Nobody can tell what the outcome will 
be. 

Storage Charge on Cotton. 

At the Hot Springs meeting last week 
the traffic officials considered a proposition 
of great interest to farmers, merchants and 
cotton shippers. It is very likely that with 
the opening of the new seas6n the railroads 
will reduce the storage charge on cotton 
held in their warehouses for comparison or 
substitution. There will be sixty days free 
time during which there will be no storage 
charge at all, and after that a charge of 
only 3 cents per 100 pounds for storage the 
rest of the season if the owner of the cot- 
ton chooses to allow it to remain so long. 
That would be only 15 cents a bale for 
storage for a year. 


Georgia has lower freight rates on cotton 
than any other state. One or two states 
have about the same rates for distances 
less than twenty miles, but for longer dis- 
tances Georgia's rates are considerably 
lower than those of other states. One of 
the effects of a reduction of local rates in 
Georgia would be a corresponding decrease 
in the rates on cotton for the Virginia 
ports and Charleston. The rate from At- 
lanta to Savannah and Brunswick is 6 
cents less than the rate from Atlanta to 
Norfolk. If the rate from Atlanta to Sa- 
vannah is reduced 1 cent or 8 cents, the rate 
to Norfolk would be correspondingly re- 
duced. ‘The differential of 6 will 
stand. 

No traffic officials are expected to appear 
in person before the commission on Tues- 
day, but they may be given an opportunity 
to be heard later.

Mr. H. B. Plant’s death removes a famil- 
lar figure from the railroad situation in the 
south. He had been identified with trans- 
portation in this section for many years, 
and he had built up a large system. His 
properties did not enjoy an immense traffic, 
but tley were economically operated, and 
the business was worked for all it was 
worth. The fiscal year just closing was 
probably the best Mr. Plant’s southern 
roads ever had. This was due to the fact 
that the government moved thousands of 
troops and hundreds of carloads of supplies 
over his lines. 

Who will succeed Mr. Plant? 

It will be either his son, Mr. Morten 
Piant, or Mr. Robert G. Erwin. Even since 
Judge Chisholm’s death, Mr. Plant has re- 
lied to a great extent on Mr. Erwin, his 
general counsel, on traffic and financial 
questions. Both Mr. Erwin and Mr. Morten 
Plant are vice presidents of the system. 


Colonel Nat Baxter, who has been identi- 
fied in the past with different railroad en- 
terprises, has been taking some handsome 
profits recently in deals which he engineer- 
ed. He made $150,000 in the Nashville street 
railway deal, and about ten days ago he 
sold a tract of coal land in Alabama for 
$125,000, which he held under option at 
75,000, There was $50,000 clear. In the two 
transactions he cleared up $200,000, 


Pat Calhoun is another southern man 
who has made a fortune recently. At one 
time when he was vice president of the old 
Richmond and Danville he was well off, 
having made a big stake on the Richmond 
Terminal and the Central of Georgia deals. 
But he held on too long and lost heavily. 
He went from Atlanta to Cleveland, O., 
and recouped a part of his losses on real 
estate. Then he helped engineer a street 
car deal in Pittsburg and got a fee of some- 
thing like $100,000. Next he took hold of a 
consolidation of street car lines in St. Louis 
and his profits there are said to be $400,000. 
More recently he was in the Nashville street 
ear consolidation and got another fat fee. 
He has great ability in working out con- 
solidation projects, and everybody who 
goes in with him makes money.

These 
Kentuckians were tested in a crucible at 
white heat in 1895 and 18%, and they would 
not more consider as a candidate for high 
office a man who was not perfectly true 
in those fights than they would think of 
overturning their idol of idols, Joe Black- 
burn. 

The fight has been made on purely local 
lines. First of all these are the personal as- 
rirations of the three candidates, but un- 
derneath the surface the great contest has 
been one of corporations, The corporations 
of the state, and particularly the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad Company, have 
been waging bitter warfare on Senator 
Goebel because of his strong anti-corpora- 
tion stand in the legislature, and while it 
is, of course, denied, everybody understands 
that these influences have been back of 
Hardin as the best man with whom to beat 
Goebel. The real contest has been between 
these two. Stone has occupied a sort of 
neutral position. The people back of Goebel 
have regarded him as preferable to Hardin, 
and the people back of Hardin have re- 
garded him as preferable to Goebel. 

Then a good many democrats have 
thought it would be the best politics to 
have as the party’s candidate some man 
not closely identified with either of the 
factions mentioned. Stone’s support has 
been made up of thesé elements, and from 
the first has been greater than it would 
have been if based eytirely on his personal 
following. Then, of course, the contests 
of minor places on the ticket have been 
factors in the main contest. Of course each 
man has a personal following entirely out- 
side of any of these considerations, and 
Hardin has had a sentimental support be- 
cause of his defeat by the republicans. 

Hardin's withdrawal of his name was the 
dramatic event of the morning. It was 
based on a claim of unfair treatment by 
the presiding officer, but was engineered by 
the Hardin politicians as a desperate last 
chance. For a time it looked as if the play 
would be successful. The Hardin people 
figured that without some such move they 
were beaten anyhow, and that a dramatic 
withdrawal might bring a revulsion in his 
favor, and that it did. 

It Was Hardin’s Trump Card. 

Although they had a lot to say about 
Judge Redwine’s unfair and arbitrary rul- 
ings, leading Hardin men told me that the 
presiding officer did as well as any man 
could. It was simply a case of a great un- 
wieldy convention acting under temporary 
organization and the only possible way to 
accomplish anything at all was for the 
chairman to take things in his own hands 
and do the best he could. The Hardin peo- 
ple made a great hue and cry over it for 
convention effect, but down in their hearts 
they knew that there was very little ground 
for criticism. It would be an unwieldy con- 
vention, under any circumstances, with the 
more than 1,000 delegates, but with addition- 
al complication of contests for nearly one- 
third the seats and with the hall crowded 
by local heelers, adding to the confusion, 
the size of the task on-the shoulders of the 
presiding officer cannot well be underes- 
timated. 

The two factions of Louisville politics took 
sides, one with the Hardin and one with 
the Goebel crowd. Louisville politics is rot- 
ten and it is a question which faction can 
bring out the toughest heelers when occa- 
sion requires. The confusion which has dis- 
graced the convention hall was due almost 
entirely to the presence of mobs of these 
heelers, one crowd howling down one set of 
spakers, while the other crowd aimed its 
shafts at the leaders of the other set. The 
result is that some of the local newspapers 
are charging the Hardin men and the W hal- 
len heelers with creating all the disturb- 
ance, while other papers are equally posi- 
tive it is all due to the Goebel forcas and 
the city hall gang. 

Both are right. Both sides have had thelr 
tough boys on hand to precipitate a scrap 
should that be deemed necessary in the 
interest of their candidates. The delegates 
from other parts of the state are disgusted 
with it all and swear they will never have 
another convention in Louisville. 

Goebel would have been nominated on 
the first ballot after Hardin withdrew his 
name but for the pad faith of his Lou's- 
ville supporters. The iStone-Goebel dea] 
about which so much has been said was 
for the control of the committee on cre- 
dentia's. The Goebel people could not get 
their Louisville delegates seated except 
through a deal with the Stone men and 
Nt‘ona: Commi'teeman Urey Woodson, a 
Gobel man, arranged: the deai.

Goebel to Stone to demonstrate his good 
faith, and then the Stone people, maddened 
by the Louisville treachery, shoved Har- 
din's name In and drew from the Goebel 
column, on recapitulation, a lot of votes. 

The result was Stone finally led, whereas 
if the Louisville crowd had kept {ts prom- 
ise Gobel would have to be nominated on 
that first ballot. 

My own introduction to the convention 
Was warm enough. I reached Music hall 
In the midst of the recapitulation of the 
first ballot and was talking with Urey 
Woodson at the back of the hall, when 
Bullock county was called. The ‘Bullock 
delegates had seats on the back row about 
ten feet from where we were standing. 
There wis an announcement in response to 
the call, then an excited cry of: 

“That man’s not a delegate here.” 

“You're g liar,’ was the quick response 
and with that the crowd scattered. 

Half a dozen brawny policemen broke 
toward Bullock county and everybody cise 
headed the other Two Kentuckians 
Were reaching for their guns, which was 
enough to cause a stampede, for it meant 
shooting in abour ten W oodson 
had scaled a high partition and was sitting 
On top of it, while I was jammed up 
against u blind door with a couple of dozen 
husky Kentuckians damning me for not 
Opening it. 

Strange to relate, however, 
caught the combatants In time and we 
non-combatants were not called upon to 
Stop bullets with our innocent bodies. It 
Was pretty warm in our vicinity for about 
three minutes, however. 

Sunday is to be given over to rest and 
Wire pulling. There will not be much rest 
for the managers, but the majority of the 
delegates are content to do what the man- 
agers say, so will pot pother their heads 
much with politics. Having refused to 
desecrate the Sabbath by holding the con- 
vention over into the early Sunday morning 
hours, they will while away ‘their time by 
going to see the baseball game. 

The Platform. 

The platform adopted by the convention 
marks a warm start for ‘the presidential 
Campaign of 1900. It reads: 

‘“‘The democrats of Kentucky fm con- 
vention assembled, reaffirm, without 
the slightest qualification, the princi- 
ples and policies declared in the dem- 
ocratic national platform adopted at 
Chicago in 1896. 

“Our faith in bimetallism is vindicated 
by events. The necessity for the restora- 
tion of the double standard was acknowl- 
edged by the president and congress in 1897 
when a commission was sent to Europe to 
entreat other nations to aid in establishing 
bimetallism, and the. failure of the com- 
mission to secure Kuropean co-operation 
confirms the friends of free coinage in their 
belief that relief can only come by the in- 
dependent action of the United States. The 
present legal ratio of 16 to 1 is the only 
ratio at which bimetallism can be restored 
and opposition to it is confined to those 
who oppose bimetallism at any ratio and 
those who misapprehend or ignore the 
reasons which led three national conven- 
tions to adopt it. 

‘“‘We denounce the present republi- 
can national administration for its 
reckless extravagance in the conduct 
of public affairs; for its cruel and in- 
human neglect in its treatment of our 
soldiers and sailors during the late 
Spanish war; for its complete subordi- 
nation to the interest of organized 
wealth; for its protection and encour- 
agement of trusts and combinations. 
and especially for its appointment and 
retention in office of an attorney gen- 
eral devoted to the interests of trusts 
and combinations. 

‘We call attention to the incompetency 
of the present republican administration in 
Kentucky; to the abuses in scandals in 
the management of penitentiaries and 
asylums while under republican control, 
and we commend the wisdom of the last 
general assembly of Kentucky in the en- 
actment of laws which secure the wise 
and economical administration of the peni- 
tentiaries and other public institutions of 
the state under democratic control; to the 
increase in the rate of taxation; to the 
vetoing of all democratic legislation favor- 
able to the interests of the people and 
hostile to the oppressions and extortions 
of organized wealth. We declare that after 
four years of trial it is well established 
that the republican administration !

HIS ROUGH RIDERS 


New York's Chief Executive Now in 
the Wilds of New Mexico, 


Hls Old Companions, 


HE HAS A WARM WORD FOR EACH 


Every Station Along the Road Is 
Thronged with People Anxious 
To Secure a Glimpse of the 
Man Who Led the Cow- 
boy Soldiers. 


Las Vegas, N. M., June 24.—Governor 
Roosevelt arrived here at 1:30 this after- 
noon and was greeted as he stepped off 
the platform of the rear car with tremen- 
dous cheering from 6,000 people massed 
around the depot. The noted New Yorker 
was clad im his Rough Rider uniform and 
Was easily recognized by the crowd. He 
was almost lifted bodily from his feet by 
the press of persons anxious to grasp his 
hand, and as he and his party made their 
way slowly to the Castadena hotel the 
crowd surged after him. He looked in ex- 
cellent health and seemed to appreciate 
the hearty enthusiasm of the people who 
greeted him. As he walked down the de- 
pot sidewalk a line of Rough Rider veter- 
ans saluted and joined in the general ova- 
tion. 

When Colonel Roosevelt came opposite 
the line of Rough Riders he began shak- 
ing hands with the troopers and gave 
them a most cordial greeting. He re- 
marked; 

“I am‘mighty glad to see you, boys, and 
to be able to be with you. I would not 
have missed this for anything. If the re- 
union had been held in Alaska I would 
‘have gone there to see you.’’ 

The Rough Riders cheered him continu: 
ously and were apparently equally pleased 
to greet him. The party of Reugh Riders 
and citizens of New Mexico met Roosevelt 
and party at Wagon Mound at 11:40 
o'clock. There were no speeches made, as 
had been anticipated. On the way down 
Colonel Roosevelt remarked: 

“Captain Luna was the first man I spot- 


ted.’" As he met his old comrade he ejac- 
ulated heartily: 

‘I'm glad to see you.” 

“It does me good to shake your paw.” 

“How are you?” and similar expressions 
evincing his hearty sympathy. 

At Ralton, the gate city of New Mexico, 
the crowds turneg out en nfasse. Colonel 
Roosevelt was presented with a floral of- 
fering consisting of an archway with a 
gate swinging open. The design was made 
up of roses and carnations with a back- 
ground of smilax. Colone!] Roosevelt made 
a. short address, recounting the deeds of 
New Mexico's Rough Riders and compli- 
menting the citizens of the territory upon 
the .eputation the Rough Riders had con- 
ferred upon jt. Aft Springer the citizens 
presented the colonel with a floral wreath 
At Wagon Mound there was an ovation 
and the school children sang ‘‘My Country 
"Tis of Thee.”’ ' eh. 

The business meeting of the -egimental 
association was opened with an . 
of welcome on behalf of the citizens at 
Las Vegas by A. A. Jones. a prominent 
attorney of this place. 

Colonel Roosevelt responded 
at times being enthusiastically 

“This was a typical American regiment,"’ 
said Governor Roosevelt. ‘The majority 
of its members came from the southwest 
but not all. We had jn our ranks eastern- 
ers, westerners, northerners, southernens 
Catholics, Protestants, Jews Gentiles— 
men whose ancestors were born in Germany 
or Ireland, and on the banks of the James 
the Hudson, and at Plymouth Rock nearly 
three centuries ago: and all were Ameri- 
cans in heart and in goul, {n spirit end 
purpose—Americans, and nothing else. We 
knew no distinction of ereed, birthplace or 
residence. All the creed for us whs that a 
man should do his duty, should show 
himself alert, patient and enduring, good 
in camp and on the march, and valiant in 
battle. In administering this great ccun- 
try we must Know uo north, south or 
west; we must pay nv heed to a man’s 
creed; we must be indifferent as to wheth- 
er he is rich or poor, provided only he is 
indeed a good man, a good citizen, a good 
American, 

“In our political and social life alike, in 
order to permanently succeed, we rust 
base our conduct on the decalogue and the 
golden rule. 

“Let us not forget our comrades who 
this summer are facing all that we faced 
last summer. Let ug not forget the vallant 
men, the regulars and volunteers who are 
upholding the honor of the flag and the 
interest of the nation ‘In the Philippines. 
To our shame be it said there are men in 
this nation so indifferent to the country’s 
honor, so lukewarm in patriotism and cour- 
age that they would let all the work’ of 
these men go for naught—let their blood 
be spilled in vain. But the hour of our 
battle is sounded, and the puny folk who 
deem it otherwise are woefully mistaken 
in their countrymen. Where our flag has 
been raised, it shall not be hauled down.” 

President Brodie delivered. his address 
of welcome and the reports of Secretary 
Carter were read and placed on file. 
Governor M. A. Otero, who actively as- 
sisted a year ago in recruiting the Rough 
Riders, was made an honorary member 
of the association. Governor Otero re- 
sponded to the compliment in a neat 
speech. 

Governor Roosevelt was elected an hon- 
orary president of the association for life. 
Colonel A. O. Brodie, of Prescott, was 
elected president, and Lieutenant Dame, 
of Cerrillos, secretary for the ensuing 
year; Captain W. H. H., Liewellyn, first 
vice president; Lieutenant Goodrich, sec- 
ond vice president. 

The governor was ordered to be brought 
before the meeting, was apprised of his 
election and responded in an eloquent ad- 
dress. There was quite a spirited contest 
for the selection of the place to hold the 
next annual reunion between Oklahoma 
City and Colorado Springs. The former 
city had decidedly the best of it, the vote 
standing 89 to 121. There was a love feast 
of the Rough Riders tonight at the opera 
house and an adjorned meeting will be 
held tomorrow morning at 9 o’clock. The 
troopers and officers participated heartily

GREAT EXCITEMENT AT TAMPA. 


A NEGRO WAS KILLED DURING A 
FIGHT. 
Whereupon the Blacks Arm Them- 
selves and the Whites Do Like- 
wise—More Trouble Feared. 


Tampa, Fla., June 2%.—(Special)—M. J. 
Christopher,. colored, editor of The Union 
Labor Record, w@s shot and killed here 
this afternoon. Several days ago Christo- 
pher> published a scurrilous article about 
Policeman W. W. Woodward, who had some 
trouble in arresting a negro woman. Since 
the publication, Christopher has been hiding 
out, but today he and Woodward met. A 
few words ensued and then came a general 
fight. 

Christopher was armed, and had several 
armed negroes with him. A number of 
white men were close by, and ran in, while 
Woodward was beating the negro, and a 
shot was fired, which resulted in the death 
of the negro. No one knows who fired the 
pistol, but it is clearly established that 
Policeman Woodward did not. 

Since the fight several thousand negroes 
have been thronging the streets, and many 
of them are armed. They have been mak- 
ing threats, and a large posse of determined 
white men fs on duty armed with rifles. 
The police force has been doubled, and 
peace will be maintained if possible. 

Christopher was custcdian of the large 
government warehouse here, and as such 
government officer it ts claimed that the 
affair will be reported to Washington and 
the department asked to take a hand in the 
investigation. Woodward is a brother of 
the chief of police, and they are both 
Georgians, coming from Hawkinsville. 

The negroes declare that they will have 
the life of Woodward, but hundreds of 
white men are out to protect life and prop- 
erty in the city. If trouble starts it will 
be serious, for negroes are here in large 
numbers. 


JAMAICANS SENT TO CANADA. 


Reciprocity Workers Are Ordered To 
Visit the Dominion. 

Kingston, Jamaica, June 4.—The secre- 
tary of state for the colonies, Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlian, has directed the governor of 
Jamaica, Sir Augustus Hemming, to in- 
struct the reciprocity delegates to proceed 
immediately from Washington to Ottowa 
to confer with the Dominion authorities on 
the whole project of Jamaica's future rela- 
tions with Canada. 

The reason for this stop is not known, 
but many people suppose Mr. Chamberlain 
doubts the practical results of the Amer!i- 
can negotiations and desires (o hasten 
the movement for the alternative Canadian 
annexation.

MRS. ANDERSON’S GOOD WORK 


She Has Devoted Much of Her Life 
to Mission Work and Social 
Problems, 


The founder of the Anderson Rescue 
home at Kirkwood, which was opened on 
March ist last, and which is already déing 
a splendid work in the city, is Mrs. Eva 
Anderson, who came to Atlanta from the 
west in December, 1898, for the purpose 
of engaging in mission labora 

Mrs. Anderson is @ Woman of more than 
ordinary interest, having devoted the great- 
er part of her life to religious ang reform 
woik. She was born in Michigan, and 
after completing her education, traveled 
extensively through America and Europe. 
Mrs. Anderson became a student of Shake- 
speare and in this way devoted some part 
of her life as a public reader. 

Her marriage followed, and for years 
she devoted herself largely to society and 
the study of social questions. After the 
death of her husband, Mrs, Anderson gold 
her property, deciding to use ft for the 
advancement of God's cause in the world. 

She finally came to Atlanta, after study- 
ing the gospel of health at the Battle 
Creek sanitarium. 

Mrs. Anderson was first interested in 
Atlanta in the Beacon Light mission at the 
corner of Butler and Decatur streets, and 
was largely instrumental jn the success 
of that charitable undertaking. Appreciat- 
ing the need for a more general movement 
than had yet been started, she decideg to 
open the Anderson Rescue home at Kirk- 
wood, 

The doors of this home were first opened 
to fallen women on March Ist, and for 
a time but one inmate was provided for 
by Mrs. Anderson. In a short time, how- 
ever, others were brought to the home, 
and at the present time the mission is 
filled almost to its capacity and the re- 
sults of the noble work being undertaken 
by Mrs. Anderson are patent to all who 
visit the home 

It {fs the purpose of Mrs. Anderson to 
keep the women in her charge in employ- 
ment and to this end she is introducing 
an industrial system whith insures to the 
inmates a good living when they leave the 
charitable doors of the rescue home. 

In segard to her work in this city, Mr3. 
Anderson says: 

“The establishing of the refuge home 
is a work wholly non-sectarian, and its 
founder asks the pulpit and press, all 
Students, all thinkers and teachers, all men 
and all women to assist with every means 
at command to inspire the heart to ask 
the question, ‘Am 1 a friend of the friend- 
less?” And thus teach the myriads of de- 
pendent and tearful faces to go forth each 
morning in the name of a@ great friendship 
and after a divine fashion to love the trees, 
the flowera, the hills, birds, the laws of 
Virtue and true happiness.

Chicago, June 24.—Wheat today sold at 
the lowest point it has touched for several 
weeks, and closed at a decline of 1%c trom 
yesterday. Continued enormous primary 
receipts and evidences of a large visible 
increase discouraged even the most san- 
Suine bulls. Corn and oats were heavy 
in sympathy, and closed \%c and 4@ sc 
lower, respectively. Provisions were in 
better demand and advanced 244@5c. 
Wheat opened weak at 75%.@7i54ec for Sep- 
tember, compared with yesterday’s closing 
prices of 7H\4@7b%c. Liverpool showed a 
closing decline of 4@%c, considerably more 
than had been asked for. Northwest re- 
Ceipts were again heavy, Minneapolis and 
Duluth reporting 815 cars, against 597 last 
Week and 86 a year ago. Chicago receipts 
were %8 cars, 4 of contract quality. Snow's 
crop report was decidedly bearish in tone, 
talking favorably of the crop. prospects, 
and materially raising the estimates on the 
total yield for the year, putting both the 
winter and the spring yield at 275,000,000 
bushels—a total of 550,000,000 bushels. ‘The 
total receipts at the big. northwest points 
for the week were 4,298 cars, compared 
with 648 a year ago. This contraet was 
more than any wheat holder could stnd, 
and liquidation was heavy at the opening. 
Che that initlal prices were below 
however, acted as a steadying in- 
fluence on the market for a time, as con- 
siderable buying was done to protect those 
privileges. The market touched 75\%ec im- 
mediately after the opening, but recovered 
to Toc and held at about that price until 
about 11 o'clock, when a decline ensued, 
which carried the price lower than has 
been touched for weeks. Total primary 
receipts were 1,077,000 ‘bushels compared 
With 116,000 bushels last year. Atlantic 
ports clearances amounted to 286.000 busb- 
els. New York put the day's export en- 
Bagements at 40 loads. This was not very 
encouraging in view of the foreign crop 
damage reports and the heavy domestic 
receipts end the liquidation which had been

Chicago, June 24.—It has been a bear week 
and culminated at the lowest, with no re- 
covery. Liverpool came %d@ lower and Lon- 
don unaltered. Russian officials confirm 
for most part the work of private crop re- 
ports according to Beerbohm. St. Peters- 
burg cabled: “‘k‘loods and cold weather have 
ruined rye crop in parts of east and north 
Finland, and calamity is threatened.’’ 
Beerbohm cables: ‘“‘Wosd’s' shipments 
6,400,000."” sroomhall predicts that there 
will be about 8,000,000; weekly clearances 
3,746,000, very nearly one million over the 
previous week. From July ist to date 
222,760,000. Primary receipts 1,087,000; ship- 
ments 417,000. Minneapolis wireu: ‘‘Receipts 
will keep up for at least two weeks.’’ 
Twenty-five loads reported for export. We 
have heard of no new cash business today. 
Visible supply will probably increase over 
1,000,000 bushels. There have been showers 
in the northwest, and it is unseasonably 
cool. Fair weather is predicted. The north- 
west reports wheat in the lowlands not 
looking well on account of too much mois- 
ture, but on highlands fine. According to 
an alleged statistician, the total crop is 
figured at 275,000,000 winter and 275,000,000 
spring. There was selling from all quar- 
ters, St. Louis and several local heavy- 
weights being the most conspicuous. Floor 
traders were all on the selling side, and 
the market, being full of stop orders in the 
hands of commission houses, was the cause 
of a great deal of long property being 
thrown over. Sentiment is bearish on the 
enormous receipts for ths time of year, 
and the rather queer position of the mar- 
kets abroad. The decline may extend some 
further, but as there is now a good sized 
short interest, sharp rallies may occur when 
least expected. 

Corn has been heavy, 
lower prices, as the cash 
urgent and receipts heavy.

Good Deal of Profit Taking After Pub- 
lication of the Bank Statement. 
Closed Fairly Buoyant.

New York, June 24.—The bear operators 
among the pnofessional traders became 
somewhat discouraged over the events of 
the day’s short session and engaged in 
something like a scramble to cover out- 
standing short contracts in the closing 
dealings. An unfavorable bank statement 
had been counted upon by this element to 
a further decline. Today’s statement, while 
hardly favorable, was not as Weak as had 
been ‘foretold, and when the bears started 
to cover shortly after its publication they 
found that it had brought light offerings to 
sell. Prices were marked up quite suddenly 
in some cases to the highest point of the 
day, making the closing quite buoyant in 
tone. The bank's loss in cash reserves was 
not as large, by over @ million dollars, as 
had been estimated, and the further liberal 
expansion of more than $5,000,000 in loans 
indicates the faith of the banking authori- 
ties in the money outhook, Who are the 
borrowers of this large amount of money 
is as much a mystery aS Was the increase 
last week. It has certainly not gone into 
stock market speculation during the week. 
One supposition is the gold that has been 
going abroad goes in the form of actual 
loans to foreign institutions. This would 
help to explain the mysterious action of the 
exchange market in the face of the gold 
shipments, which has falled to reflect any 
yieldings under offering of bills against 
the shipments. The strength in today’s 
stock market centered in the Vanderbilt 
group, New York Central, Northwestern 
and St. Paul and Omaha rising from 2% to 
4 points. The simultaneous rise of 1% in 
I'nion Pacific revived rumors of trans-con- 
tinental railroad combinations. The arrival 
in this country of Cornelius Vanderbilt and 
the strong statement of New York Central 
for the fiscal year, were the presumptive 
girounds for the strength in this group. The 
grangers, the trunk lines, particularly Bal- 
timore and Ohio, and, in fact, the rablnroad 
list generally were strong throughout, There 
Was weakness at one time in Steel and 
Wire, Sugar and Tennessee Coal. Steel and 
Wire did not rally strongly, but other 
stocks, practically without exceptbon, closed 
at the best and at notable net gains. 

The bears have been energetic and aggres- 
sive during the week and have had moder- 
ate success in driving prices to a lower 
level. But their success has been almost 
entirely confined to the individual stocks 
which they singled out for special attack. 
The general market has shown itself cold- 
ly unresponsive, and there has been nothing, 
like a gencrul break In prices at any time. 
Holders of the standard railway stocks 
have held on with stubborn tenacity. It is a 
comentary upon the public feeling toward 
new industrial floatatisns that the most vul- 
nerable point of attack has been in the 
steel stocks in spite of the fact that enor- 
mous profits are being realized in the pro- 
duction and manufacture of all grades of 
this material. The week in wall street was 
filled with the most contradictory rumors 
and assertions regarding coming dividend 
declarations on some of the steel stocks, 
and with the most profound depth of unen- 
lightenment on the part of the holders of 
shares regarding the ability or tnability of 
the compunies to pay dividends. The dis- 
crimination of banks and money lenders 
against the industrials as collateral has 
been renewed, and there is an unwillingness 
to accept the miotket price as the proper 
Valuation, even where the higher interest 
rates was asked for loans on this class of 
collateral. All of these factors have con- 
tributed to the feverish prite movement 
which has successively moved a number of 
the industrials during the week. The un- 
easiness in the London and Paris stock 
murkets on the Transvaal situation and 
the cabinet crisis in France and the money 
stringency in Berlin, Vienna, Frankfort and 
Amsterdam, on agoount of large speculative 
conmimitments in the Berlin market have 
been more or less reflected here, and have 
added to the fear of a drain of gold which 
might ultimatly affect oyr money markets. 
On the other hand, the improved outlook, 
the good earnings ~ by railroads, the ease 
of the money, the general business prosper- 
ity and the return from Europe of Stver- 
al financiers of influence and authority has 
served as sustaining factors, and even to 
advance prices in a number of railroads

After the jury had been out only a few 
minutes the members were recalled, and 
instructed by the court not to consider the 
question of the signature of the three wit- 
nesses to the paper. This decision was made 
after a short conference with the attorneys 
on both sides. 

The eleven jurors then returned the 
jury room, and returned the verdict at 6:1 
o'clock. One of the jurors, A. N. Oldfield, 
was excused from duty Friday afternoon, 
owing to the sudden death of his father, 
and by the mutual consent of all parties, 
the trial was continued with only eleven 
men. 

The finding of the jury was made in an 
unusually short time, and the case ended 
rooner than was expected. It was thougnt 
that the jury would not render a verdict 
until late last night, and the quick finding 
came as a surprise to many. 

When the court convened vesterday after- 
noon at 3:30 o'clock, Attorney Goodwin 
continued his acdress to the jufy, and when 
he finished Attorney P. H. Brewster made 
his address. 

The case has been a remarkable one, con- 
taining many unique and peculiar features. 
It grew out of the filing for probate the

will of Hanna Israel by ber brother, Henry. 


Wolfe. In the will Mrs. Israel bequeathed 
to her brother one-half of property esti- 
mated as baing worth $12,000, and the other 
half to her husband, Aaron Israe!}. 

When the will was presented for probate, 
Aaron Israel immediately filed a caveat, 
and the matter came up in the ordinary’s 
office. The case was appealed to the supe- 
rior court and the trial which thas been 
‘held the past week, was the result of this 
action. 

In the petition of the husband of Mrs. 
Israel ft was claimed that at the time the 
will was alleged to have been made she 
was not mentally capable of making such, 
and claimed further that she had been un- 
duly influenced by her _ brother. Henry 
Wolfe, in the making of the will. 

A remarkable allegation in the petition 
Was that Mrs. Israel had willed one-half of 
property that did not belong to her, to 
Wolfe, and that she had willed the other 
haif to her husband, who owned the entire 
property.

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The Late Henry B. Plant. 

It ig mot often that a life closes 
amid such general regret and genuine 
heart feeling as attended the death of 
Henry B. Plant. 

Mr. Plant was a man from whose life 
-many valuable lessons may be learned. 
He was emphatically a man of business, 
practical in all of his plans and under- 
takings, and yet, strange to say, he was 
pre-eminently a man of sentiment, who 
knew how to temper his business with 
consideration for hig fellow citizens. His 
motto was to treat all men with kind- 
ness, to regard the rights of even the 
humblest and to look upon himself in 
his fortunate ventures as but the trustee 
of great interests, from which hundreds 
of thousands of people were to gain a 
livelihood. 

In the building up of the two great 
business ventures of his life, the South- 
ern Express Company and the Plant 
railway system, Mr. Plant looked upon 
the most inconspicuous of his employees 
@s @ partner in his business. It ig re- 
lated of him that he never forgot the 
face of an employee whem he had once 
met, and that traveling ‘over the coun- 
try to his varioug railroad offices, or to 
the offices of the express company, his 
first relaxation from the business part 
of the visit would be to inquire for all 
of his employees by name, and to go out 
and hunt them up, cheering them by a 
friendly greeting of the hand. In this 
way he held the firm attachment of all 
who served under him, and there ig no 
telling the amount of good which he 
did, as he listened to the confidential 
discourse of each one of those who relied 
upon him, in the assistance which he 
may have given them in the work of 
life. Even when that insidious spirit 
of greed invaded large railroad corpora- 
tions which called for the discharge of 
men fifty years of age because they could 
not render as effective service as those 
who were younger, Mr. Plant protested 
against it most vehemently, and re- 
fused to apply it upon the railroad sys- 
tem of which he was the president. It 
was the pride of his life that there ney- 
er entered his service a man who, being 
industrious and honest, wag ever dis- 
charged therefrom or neglected in ad- 
versity. When old age crept upon 
them .Mr. Plant saw to it that they 
were provided with some kind of em- 
ployment which would give to them a 
livelihood; and going even farther than 
this, he maintained an extensive pen- 
sion system for those who had worn 
out their energies in promoting his bus- 
iness. | 

So much for Mr. Plant in his personal 

relations with those whose lives were 
_{nvolved with his. Looking at him as 
@ man of affairs the United States has 
never had one who had more at heart 
the true welfare of his country. He 
seized upon business opportunities from 
that double sense of doing something for 
himself and at the same time being 
faithful in hig obligations to those 
through whom his business ventures 
were to succeed. Although a northern 
man, as has been shown, his high 
business character and his honor were 
such that he was permitted to remain 
in the south during the years of war, 
notwithstanding the extreme bitterness 
of such a period, and that never once 
did he betray trust or give cause for 
dissatisfaction. As @ consequence of 
this presence within the confederacy 
during the time of its disturbance, and 
having such a knowledge of its interior 
business conditions, Mr. Plant wag emi- 
nently qualified, upon the close of the 
war, to do valiant service in restoring 
_ business communication and re-estab- 
: lishing that good feeling which now 
_ prevails between the citizens of a com- 
mon country.

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Will It Be Ever Thus? 
In a recent number of The Greenes- 
boro Journal the following paragraph 
appears: 


The Atlanta depot question seems as far 
from solution as ever. All of Georgia is 
interested in the matter, and regretted that 
the city officials of Atlanta and the ralil- 
road people could not agree upon some plan 
to do away with the miserable structure 
which is so abominably crowded, danger- 
ous and uncomfortable. Atlanta is metro- 
politan in most respects; but many small 
cities have much more comfortable wait- 
ing rooms for passengers—more commo- 
dious and better Kept. If sacrifice is nec- 
essary, both the railroads and Atlanta 
should share the burden. Any solution 
will be welcomed by the public, even if a 
street is closed, to make room for a better 
structure, 

All that is said by The Journal is 
too true. The old mudshack still stands. 
The railroad managers are scattered off 
at as many watering resorts, and 
through the sweltering summer we will 
have to get along ag best we can with- 
out any improvement in our depot facil- 
ities. As The Journal says, the rall- 
roads and Atlanta should share the bur- 


den; but perhaps this statement is not] 


quite complete. The state has an in- 
terest in the matter of a very lively 
character. It will not do for the state 
of Georgia to be indifferent to improved 
depot facilities in Atlanta, because 
thereby she secures very valuable ten- 
ants for the mudshack which stands 
upon her property. Self-interest will 
creep into even railroad managements 
sometimes; and it cannot be that the va- 
rious railroads which have to pay a 
heavy tax for depot facilities, will con- 
tinue forever to pay tribute to the pres- 
ent arrangement. Some day they will 
awake to their rights, and when that 
day comes they will be found withdraw- 
ing from the present alleged union de- 
pot and going somewhere else. Then 
the state road, in self-protection, in or- 
der to secure terminal facilities and 
connections, will be forced to follow 
the others. Then, when it is too late, 
the property owners on Whitehall cross- 
ing and the statesmen now interested in 
maintaining the old depot, will begin 
to cry for terms; but it will be too late 
after having killed tue traditional goose. 
In the meantime, if these people who 
are now being used as buffers to prevent 
the railroads from being forced to erect 
proper terminal facilities will come to 
their senses, and join in with the de- 
mand that something should be done, 
they will but serve their own ultimate 
interest. But whether they do or not, 
there is something due the municipality 
of Atlanta at large, and the subject 
should never be lost sight of until the 
end is accomplished.

Schley Fully Justified. 

The controversy over the famous 
“loop” made by the \|Brooklyn under 
command of Admiral Schley thoroughly 
vindicates the fine judgment of that 
splendid sailor. 

The best naval officers say that the 
Brooklyn was right in taking her own 
course, and the log of the Texas shows 
that this slow-going battleship reversed 
her engines to keep out of the way of 
the Brooklyn, and thus took care of 
herself, as Schley said she would. Af- 
ter the Brooklyn’s loop was made, ac- 
cording to the admiral’s orders, the Tex- 
ag appreciated the movement and got 
out of the way, just as wag expected. 

Fortunately, the official inquiry estab- 
lishes the fact that in the Santiago 
fight Schley was out in the open direct- 
ing the movements of the ship, actually 
in command, giving orderg to Captain 
Cook, while Sampson was nine miles 
away. It is also in evidence that Lieu- 
tenant Hodgson’s suggestions regarding 
the course of the ship were ignored. 

This disposes of the claim of Samp- 
son’s friends that the Brooklyn was 
fought by Captain Cook, while Schley 
was only a passenger. The official] proof 
shows that the admiral was in the fight 
from start to finish, fighting in the 
open, and not from behind the tower. 

It ig the opinion of all fair-minded of- 
ficerg that the loop of the Brooklyn was 
necessary to get her out of the way of 
the fire of the other American vessels. 
But for the Brooklyn’s turn, the Texas, 
lowa, Indiana and Oregon would not 
have been able to fire upon the Span- 
iards speeding westward without hit- 
ting Schley’s vessel. All the testimony 
shows that the Brooklyn did not make 
the turn to get out of the fight, but, on 
the contrary, she remained in it, firing 
her guns during the movement, and 


firing rapidly all the time. 

The official diagrams show that the 
Brooklyn was hit by Spanish projectiles 
oftener than all the other ships of the 
fleet put together, and that she hit the 
Spaniards oftener with her projectiles 
than all the other vessels combined. 

Such being the case, it does not mat- 
ter what phrase Schley made use of 
when he remarked that the Texas would 
or could take care of herself, when he 
ordered the Brooklyn to turn. It was 
the business of the Texas to take care 
of herself, and she did it promptly and 
satisfactorily. 

It is a good thing that the official 
investigation took place. The result

He is one of those colored men who 
argue about the question at a safe dis- 
tance, and whose principal capital ig in 


trying to appear to be persecuted. As” 


for what may have been said by a tramp 
detective, who felt called upon to earn 
his salary, it Is not worthy of notice. 
The charge made that a lady of the 
character and gtanding of Mrs. Cran- 
ford would lend herself to such a dia- 
bolical conspiracy as is mapped out, 
could only have its origin in depraved 
minds whether black or white. There 
are times when it fatigues the imagina- 
tion to be called upon to notice the 
mouthings of the vicious and the irre- 
sponsible. As to the truth of the inci- 
dents which led to the execution of 
Sam Holt, it is beyond question, and 
cannot be disputed by any decent man. 
The whole facts are known to the 
clergyman of the district where the 
offense was committed, to the officers, to 
such men as former Governor W. Y. At- 
kinson, who sought to prevent the 
lynching, and to the governor of this 
State. Of course, to those. people who 
prefer the words of strolling negroes 
and detectives to men of this class, it 
would be useless to present evidence: 
but there is one point in the letter of 
this man Fortune to which The Consti- 
tution may be permitted to reply. It is 
to this effect: 

, oar ® Hemphill, president and business 
manager, and Clark Howell, editor of The 
Atlanta Constitution, contrfbuted more to 
the burning than any other men and all 
other forces in Georgia. Through the col- 
umns of their paper they exaggerated every 
detail of the killing, invented and publish- 
ed inflammatory descriptions of a kind that 
was never committed, and by glaring head- 
lines continually suggested the burning of 
the man when caught. They offered a re- 
ward of $30 blood money for the capture 
of the fugitive, and during all the time of 
the man hunt they never made one sugges- 
tion that the law should have its course. 

We reproduce this paragraph, not for 
the purpose of answering it for the sat- 
isfaction of either Fortune or those who 
read with him; but for the purpose of 
showing our readers the unparalleled 
mendacity with which the campaign in 
favor of liberal assaults upon women is 
being conducted by those people. The 
readers of The Constitution will well 
remember the urgent appeal which The 
Constitution made, not only for the cap- 
ture of the criminal; but that he should 
be legally tried and executed. They 
will also remember that the offer of a 
reward was for the delivery of the fugi- 
tive to the officers of the law for the 
ptrpose of such trial. In view of these 
notoriously false declarations, it will be 
a long time before it will become neces- 
sary ‘“‘for the white people of Georgia 
to disprove Detective Levin's state- 
ment,’’ because previous to the establish- 
ment of any such necessity, Detective 
Levin must first make plain his own 
credibility. 

But putting all this aside, the main 
question yet remains to be considered 
and ‘The Constitution has no hesitancy 
in approaching it. Lynching is wrong. 
We have condemned it time after time. 
On no occasion have we ever condoned 
it; and notwithstanding repeated prov- 
ocations, we will continue to urge upon 
exasperated people the preferable policy 
of appealing to the law, rather than to 
the irregular methods of the mob. But 
while we are engaged in this effort, it is 
lamentable that those who claim to be 
the leaders of the negro race, and those 
white editors of the north who assume 
to be their friends are more engaged 
in denouncing the unlawful death of 
the known criminals than they are in 
calling upon the colored people to build 
up @ record for morality and virtue 
which will insure them against any at-

tack. Tle poor, outraged and humili- 
ated victim of lust is sneeringly dis- 


missed as unworthy of sympathy and 
unworthy of belief, while al] the sym- 
pathy and credulity are wasted upon the 
criminal who has so violated nature it- 
self. 

The white people of the south will 
continue to uphold the higher virtues 
through the orderly execution of the 
law, with all their might; but if occa- 
sionally we hear of short shrift being 
given to a dastardly wretch who has 
invaded the home, it must not be for- 
gotten how these people have been goad- 
ed on by the misplaced sympathy which 
is given to crime and criminals by those 
who assume to be mentors of a higher 
civilization.

Atlanta’s' Street Car Facilities. 

The growing excellence of the street 
car facilities of Atlanta has become a 
matter of general felicitation. 

The processes through which our pres- 
ent system has been evolved were be- 
set with adversities, each one of which 
but challenged the nerve of our people, 
who have not been trained in the school 
of defeat. One of the greatest victories 
connected with the great organization 
which has developed into the Consoli- 
dated is that the men and most of the 
money came from our own midst. Glad- 
ly as we always welcome people from 
all sections to aid in our development, 
it is but natural that a special pride 
should be felt in the work of our own 
children. For the excellent service 
which we now have and the agencies 
through which it has been brought 
about, Atlanta recognizes the energy of 
the men who have built up the Consoll- 
dated company. 

Now that the value of street car fran- 
chises in this city has been developed 
by those first in the field, there will be, 
of course, a rush for franchises, which 
city and county authorities will be 
called upon to consider. It is readily 


conceded that in the development of our. 


resources there should be absolute free- 
dom of competition, but this does not 
mean that contending companies should 
be permitted to strangle each other. The 
rights of franchisias already granted 
should ‘be ‘faithfully conserved, as 4a 
simple requirement of good faith. In 
opening up new fields, however, all 
bona fide applicants should have the 
attention which the merits of their 
schemes call for, and yet even here, the 
authorities should see to it that fran- 
chises are not awarded, only to be used 
as weapons or obstructions against 
others. Let us have perfect good faith, 
first with ourselves, second with those 
who have invested large capital upon 
our invitation, and third with all new- 
comers into the field. A promiscuous 
condemnation of the essential property 
rights of existing companies will hurt 
them, and at the same time will really 
retard solid progress. 

We feel justified, therefore, in saying 
that in granting new franchises, it 
should be kept in view that they do not 
invade the rights granted under other 
franchises. The new franchise should 
have a sufficient field of its own in 
which to operate, lacking which, it 
should not be granted. 

The application of common sense to 
the situation will solve every difficulty. 


Judge Beach’s Decision. 

Judge Beach, of the supreme court of 
New .York, has recently handed down 
a decision in a divorce case which is 
likely to influence litigation in other 
States. 

By virtue of this decision a party, hav- 
ing no real property to be placed in the 
hands of a receiver, can be relieved from 
the payment of alimony on serving a 
full term of imprisonment. 

The facts upon which the case was 
appealed to fthe supreme court were 
that the husband in lieu of paying ali- 
mony had served three monthg in jail, 
and that notice had been served upon 
him to show cause why he should not 
be punished for contempt for not sub- 
sequently meeting his obligations. Af- 
fidavits were presented by the defen- 
dant’s counsel showing that the hus- 
band served three months in jail for 
non-payment of less than $500 alimonv 
and contending that he could not be 
compelled to go through the same ex- 
perience in the same action, since it 
would not only amount to perpetual im- 
prisonment, but would nullify the act 
of 1886, which was intended to do away 
with imprisonment for debt. In this 
connection the defendant’s counse] cited 
a previous decision of the same tri- 
bunal which sustained his point. This 
decision provided that ‘‘where a defen- 
dant has been arrested and imprisoned 
for the non-payment of alimony pre- 
viously directed to be paid by a judg- 
ment in an action for divorce, and re- 
maing in prison under the commitment 
because of such default of payment for 
the full term for which he could be im- 
prisoned under section 111 of the Code 
of Civil Procedure, he is not thereafter 
liable to arrest and imprisonment be- 
cause of the non-payment of alimony 
subsequently becoming payable under 
the provisions of said judgment, as such 
section prohibits the imprisonment of a 
party upon a like process, not for the 
non-payment of the same sum of money} 
but under a like process issued in the 
sasing his own decision 
upon this judicial precedent, Judge 
Beach refused to grant the application 
to punish the defendant for contempt. 

On account of the large number ot 
divorced parties in other states who are 
not property owners, it is likely that 
this decision will stimulate such par- 
ties to seek exemption from the burdens 
of alimony in like manner.

Headstone Erected Too Soon. 

A year ago Thomas Mulcahy, of Derby, 
Conn., started for the Klondike region in 
company with John Lovett, going by way 
of Seattle ang Skagway. Nothing was 
heard from them wntil September, when 
Lovett returned with the information that 
Mulcahy had been drowned in a ship- 
wreck.

Vivors of the wreck. He is doing well in 
Dawson and of course knew nothing of 
the death of his sister or the tombstone 
to his memory in Mount St. Peter's ceme- 
tery, 


Lover To Be Sued for Damages. 

The indictment of Dr. John C. Anderson, 
of Danville, Va., in connection with the 
suicide of Miss Watson and his flight 
continue to be discussed here. Rumors 
that Anderson had been fvund by the 
authorities are unfounded. 

It is understood that the parents of 
Miss Watson will sue Anderson’s estate 
for heavy damages, and in case of obtain- 
ing judgment will undertake to upset the 
recent transfer of Anderson's property to 
his brother, Captain Edward Anderson, of 
the West Point academy. 

The deeds to Captain Anderson can be 
upset if it can be shown that he did not 
pay fair value for the property. While 
there is much indignation against Ander- 
son, &@ powerful influence js working in his 
favor, and it is predicted that he will re- 
main in hiding only long enough for the 
excitement to allay. His friends say he is 
in Canada.

Atianta Methodists will today take in-

of the twentieth century educational move- 
ment which seeks to place in the hands 
of the church before the twentieth century 
begins liberal funds for the endowment 
of Methodist schools and colleges.

“2. Do what you can to induce every 
member of the church to give something 
to this great thank offering , let the 
amount be large or small. The well-to-do 
can give large amounts and the poor can 
give small amounts; but let every one give 
something, ‘as the Lord has prospered 
him.’ 

“The movement in Georgia has begun 
with a $500 gift from one brother and a 
$1,000 gift from another. Such gifts afford 
good promise of success.”’

»- FAMOUS HYMN WRITERS. 


Most of the Sacred Airs Were Com- 
posed by Distinguished Poets. 


Some one who writes over the signature 
of “S. W. R.,’’ discusses in the current 
number of The Christian Advocate the sub- 
ject of “Hymn Writers. In discussing 
the subject, the contributor in question 
deals with those sacred airs which are 
found in the Methodist Hymnal. Says he: 

In these days of galloping jingles and 
sentimental rhapsodies, the theologic pur- 
ity and poetic fervor of the hymns in our 
hymn and tune book shine forth with sur- 
passing luster. 

The productions of the most distinguish- 
ed of American and of English poets are 
found on its pages. --mong the American 
poets are represented William (fallen Brv- 
ant, Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, N. P. 
Willis and John Greenleaf Whittier. 

The eminent author of ‘“Thanatopsis” 
has given us the beautiful and comforting 
hymn beginning, ‘‘Deem not that they are 
biest alone.”” Tha third stanza rs especialiy 
good. It is to be regretted that in our 
hymn book there is omitted the following 
fourth stanza: 


"And thou who o’er thy friend's low bier, 

Sheddest the bitter drops like rain, 
Hope that a brighter, happier sphere 

Will give him to thy arms again.”

Dr. Holmes, although a Unitarian in 
faith, has expressed the spirit of Christ, 
if not his name, in the hymn beginning— 
“Oh, Love divine, that stooped to share.” 

N. P. Willis composed for use at the ded- 
ication of Hanover Street church, Boston, 
the dedication hymn, No. 695. Nathaniel Pp. 
Willis is celebrated as an American poet 
and man of letters. 

John Greenleaf Whitticr, “the quaker 
poet,’’ next claims our attention. His 
hymn beginning, ‘It may not be our lot 
to wield,’’ contains stanzas of -reat beau- 
ty. Last but not the least among them 
is the following: 


“But life, though falling like our grain, 
Like that revives and springs again: 
And, early called, how blest are they 
Who wait in heaven their harvest day!’’ 


Turning to the snglish poets represented 
in our hymn book, we see the names of Ad- 
dison, Cowper, Dryden, Bishop Heber, Mrs.

Hemans, Keble, John Milton, Montgom- 
ery, Alexander Pope, Lord Alfred Tenny- 
son and Henry Kirke White, with the Irish 
bard, Thomas Moore, apdthe Scotch poet, 
Sir Walter Scott. 

Addison, in No. 731, presents us wifh a 
beautiful hymn, and NMkewise in No. 40, 
which is a rendition of the twenty-third 
Psalm in rhyme; but No. 38, “The Spacious 
l‘irmament on High,” is justly considered 
the best of Addison's hymns. No. 882 is 
good. It first appeared in The Spectator. 
Just before the death of Josiah Quincy, 
formerly president of Harvard, his daugh- 
ter brought his journal, in order that he 
might write his diary. The old man, then 
ninety-two years of age, at first declined 
the task; but on being urged by his daugn- 
ter, he wrote: ; 


“When all thy mercies, 
My rising soul surveys. 

Transported by the view, I’m lost 
In wonder, love and pratse,’’— 


O, my God, 


and then expired. No. 326 also expresses 
the fervent plety of Joserh Addison. 

Cowper, in No. 819, shows the advan- 
tage of secret prayer; No. 43 TS his fine 
hymn, ‘‘God Moves in a Mysterious Way;” 
No. 38 is good; No. 399 is translated by 
Willlam Cowper from Madame Guyon; Nos. 
768, 652, the latter of which is another trans- 
lation from Madame Guyon, follow; 364 {s 
fine, “O, For a Closer Walk with God.” 
Cowper wrote Nos. 173 and 107, the latter 
of which is the most popular sqQng, ‘“*There 
Is a Fountain Filled with Blood;” while 
we leave him with No. 535 and No. 766, 
which is good on prayer.

John Milton wrote No. 21 when fifteen 
years old, and No. 71, which is a paraphrase 
of psalms 85 and 86. 

James Montgomery composed Nos. 248, 
3, 7388, 661, 631, 617, 626, 660, 671, good, 188, 191, 
and 68k, ‘“‘O Where Snall Rest Be Found?” 

Alexander Pope, in No. 842, gives a free 
transiation of the Latin poem, “‘The Soul's 
Farewell,” by the Emperor Hadrian. 

Lord Alfred Tennyson its represented In 
No. 320, ‘‘Late, late, so late! and dark the 
night and chill.’’- It is taken from a religi- 
Ous song in the “‘Idyls of «he King,’’ from 
the poem titted ‘““Guinevere.’’

thoress of “Stepping Heavenward;’’ Bishop 
Manrus; Count Zinzendorf; Francis Xavier; 
Dr. Woodhull; Charles Wesley, who wrote 
2% of the hymns; John Wesley, founder of 
Methodism, who composed three and 
translated twenty-three; Samuel Wesley, 
Jr., who wrote three; Samuel Wesley, Sr., 
who wrote one; Isaac Watts, who com- 
posed 115, and who so impressed the spirit 
of his genius on the hymn-book as in early 
days to give it his name—and the fighting 
parson of revolutionary fame who called to 
the rough-and-ready frontiersmen when out 
of gun-wadding, tearing up the hymn 
books, “Give '’em Watts, boys! Give ‘em 
Watts!""—Toplady, author of “Rock of 
Ages,”” and many others too numerous to 
mention, afford a sample of our hymn 
writers. 

Among those writers, in continents, is 
represented Europe, Asia, Africa and Amer- 
ica; in nationality, they are American, 
English, German, Scotch, Irish, French, 
Italian, Indian and others: in occupations, 
lawyers, doctors, poets, musicians, preach- 
ers, etc. Counts, barons, lords and other 
representatives of the nobility, as well as 
philosophers and theologians, have lent 
their aid to make our standard hymn book 
one of the best of its kind ever published. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S SABBATH. 


It Is More Rigidly Observed by John 
Bull Than by ‘Uncle Sam. 

In the current number of The Christian 
Observer, published in Louisville, Ky., the 
subject of Sabbath observance is discussed 
by some apparently well-informed writer 
who undertakes to show that Great Britain 
is far ahead of the United States in this 
respect. Incidentally he scores Sunday 
newspapers. Says the writer: 

On a map of the world the British isles 
are so small that they might readily be 
overlooked. The population of the United 
Kingdom is smaller than that of any other 
of the great powers of the world, and yet 
Great Britain dominates more territory, ana 
rules a larger population than any other 
country on the face of the globe. 

Russia, Germany, the United States, 
France and other countries that might be 
named furnish hosts of men just as able, 
just as brainy, just as shrewd, just as 
Strong, just as hardy, just as capable of 
Physical endurance, just as brave as the 
Britisher. What is the element which gives 
to Great Britain a power in the world out 
of all proportion to her population, or her 
wealth, or her resources? 

The one thing that differentiates the 
British from every other nation on the face 
of the earth is the greater respect which is 
paid to the Sabbath. There will be found in 
the United Kingdom less Sabbath desecra- 
tion, less theatrical exhibitions -on the 
Lord's day, less Sunday mails, less railroad 
travel, less Sunday street cars, than in any 
other country. The Uord’s day its more 
highly honored; and while we do not claim 
that our British cousins stand any higher 
morally or religiously, yet it would seem 
that their jealousy for the purity of the 
Sabbath is specially honored by Him who 
controls the destinies of the nations. 

Until two or three months ago there was 
not a Sunday newspaper in the United 
Kingdom. Then two of the leading dailies 
in London, The Daily Telegraph and The 
Daily Mail, announced their purpose to fol- 
low the custom of the Americans and 
French and Germans, and get out a great 
Sabbath daily. The experiment was start- 
ed. The public sentiment of Great Britain 
was heard in emphatic protest against the 
issuing of the Sunday paper. The discon- 
tent over this new departure voiced itself 
in the religious press, and in public 
speeches from the foremost men in Eng- 
land. The masses of the people arrayed 
themselves against it. In Bristol, Eng- 
land, a league of business men and others 
was formed, which pledged themselves not 
to buy, read, or advertise, on any day, in 
a newspaper of which an edition is issued 
On Sundays. A list of the news agents 
who refused to sell the Sunday papers was 
published and distributed, the object being 
to boycott those dealers who handled the 
Sunday papers. An appeal was made to 
parliament for a prohibitory law to eject 
this menace to civilization and to relig- 
ion. The protest was so strong and so 
general, that after an experiment of about 
two months both of these papers were 
compelled to abandon their Sunday edi- 
tion. In their valedictory they state that 
the protests against it ‘““*have as- 
sumed gigantic proportions,’’ and in defer- 
ence to the sentiment of the British public 
the Sunday edition is dead, and its final 
issue was buried without regret. 

The Sunday papers in this country are 
probably the most insidious and deadly 
foe with which the cause of religion has 
to contend. They enter the Christian fam- 
flies early on Sabbath mornings. They 
contain reading matter enough to con- 
sume hours of the sacred day; the tone of 
the reading matter, sometimes vile and 
corrupting, is always out of harmony with 
the thought and apirit that should prevail 
on the Lord’s day. There is nothing that 
more disinclines the masses of the people 
to regular attendance on the worship of 
God and more seriously diverts their minds 
from sacred things, than what is thus 
served to them at the beginning of the day 
of sacred rest. 

The religious people are largely respon- 
sible for the existence and for the main- 
tenance of this evil. Were the profes- 
sors of religion in this country to take the 
high and noble stand of those in Great 
Britain, and declare that they would not 
only not receive the Stynday paper into 
their houses, but would repudiate the pa- 
per which thus desecrates the Lord’s day, 
would not subscribe for it, and would not 
advertise in it, this evil would be speedily 
a thing of the past. The religious popula- 
tion is the controlling element in the 
United States. The publishers of the great 
secular papers publish whatever their 
readers call for. If they call for (Chat 
which is debasing to morals, and which 
defiles and corrupts the Christian Sabbath, 
the publishers will furnish it. If they 
want that which elevates and purifies the 
masses of the people, and which maintains 
the Christian Sabbath with its hallowed 
influences, the publishers are just as ready 
to furnish it.

Something About This Lamented Pa- 
triarch of Southern Methodism. 

This appreciative sketch of Rev. Simon 
Peter Richardson, D.D., appears in the 
current number of The Wesleyan Christian 
Advocate: 

“On June 15, 1899, about 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon, the spirit of one of the most 
remarkable men that Methodism ever pro- 
duced winged its way from this world to 
the home above. Rev. Simon Peter Rich- 
ardson, D.D., of the North Georgia con- 
fa:ence, celebrated that day by transfer- 
ring his citizenship to the upper kingdom. 
He had been in declining health for a 
few years past, and while holding a su- 
perannuate relation, was spending his 
time, in company with his devoted wife, 
with his children in Georgia, Alabama and 
Mississippi. Some months ago he went to 
Macon, Ga., to the home of his son-in-law 
and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. W. M. Legg, 
where, after a short illness ang surrounded 
+ by his family, he breathed the last breath 
of his life in this trial world. 


“His semains were buried in Riverside | 


The funeral services were conducted in 
Mulberry Street church by Dr. Pinson 
and other preachers of the city. 

‘We may truly say that the church in 
Florida, Alabama and Georgia is in mourn- 
ing today, for he spent his long ministe ial 
life in these states, and wherever he la- 
bored and was known, he was loved 33 
few men are loved. 

“He was born in 1818, joined the Georgia 
conference in 1840, and began his career 
as an itinerant around the Okefinokee 
swemp. Ina short time he went to Flor- 
ida, where he labored actively and ear- 
nestly for many years. Then in Alabama, 
fo: several years, he rendered signal ser- 
vice. In the winter of 1876-"77 Bishop 
Pierce transferred him to the North Geor- 
gia conference, and put him in charge 
of the Rome district, which he served 
with marked ability and success during 
1878-'79-'80. He continued to do unremit- 
ting, active service in this conference until 
about four and a half years ago, when 
because of his age and declining strength 
he was given the supe: annuated relation. 

“Brother Richardson was a brother to 
everybody, and while official and honorary 
titles were bestoweg upon him, and while 
all who knew him honored him as a 
strong and remarkable man, it was hard 
for any one to think of him otherwise than 
as Brother Richardson. His bught, genial, 
cheery nature: his cordial manner and 
constant good humor; his penetrating mind 
and frequent flashes of wit and intellectual 
genius, and withal his solid piety and 
strong faith in God and the triumphs of 
humanity, all conspired to make his pres- 
ence attractive, and his social relations 
the most pleasing and helpful to all, young 
men as well as the older. 

“ring Brother Richardson's” entire 
ministerial career there were many who, 
when first hearing him preach, regarded 
him as rough and harsh in feeling and 
expression, but those parties Were soon 
converted into his warmest admirers and 
leelong friends. His aims were to arouse 
thought and quicken conscience, and he 
had his own ways for reaching those ends. 
He was the most original and unique think- 
er and talker that it has ever been our 
fortune to meet, and he was the most 
prolific man we ever saw in fresh, strong 
and apt illustrations and applications. 

“This good man's life was a 
the highest ends of winning souls to Chri.t, 
comforting those who were in doubt or 
sorrow, and edifying those who were walk- 
ing in faith. He was a valiant champion 
of the Methodist church, and few contro- 
versialists or skeptics could stand in the 
field with him in that way, or were willing 
to enter a contest when he was the oppo- 
nent. We have often heard it said that 
he never failed to impress his people with 
higher views of religion and gieater fre- 
spect and love for Methodism whe:fver 
he labored for any length of time. We 
owe him a debt of gratitude ang love, and 
the church will cherish his memory as that 
of a faithful servant.”

Some Timely Views Advanced on This 
Important Subject. 
BY REV. JAMES CARY SOLOMON. 

The barriers that once stood between Wo- 
men and college life are fast breaking 
down. Indeed, in this country, as in many 
others where the gospel is unhindered, bit- 
ter prejudice and opposition to woman cul- 
ture are melting away before the blazing 
sun of truth. 

For a long time man has misunderstood 
his sister. She has been criticised, under- 
rated, neglected. The treasures of her mind 
and heart have been buried away under the 
fog and smoke of blind prejudice and 1s- 
norance of the sterner sex. Man's dictum 
was that woman should not be educated. 
Not that he hated her, or feared her, but 
misunderstood her. Her mental en yiments 
and capabilities had not impressed She mas- 
culine mind. Why only within a compara- 
tively short time has college training for 
our girls become popular with the masses. 
The college and the university—even the 
higher branches of the depart- 
ment were thought too high for her mental 
grasp. 

To undertake to teach women Latin and 
Greek and French—why it were a wanton 
waste of time and an almost unpardonable 
squandering of money, Such conclusion were 
a reproach to mtn and mark their busest 
ignorance. J trust God has forgiven us for 
this gross stupidity, for today among the 
finest linguists of the land we note many 
women who have taken diplomas at 
leges and universities, and are bettering 
the world, illuminating it with their high 
moral and intellectual powers. What can a 
woman do with mathematics? To ask this 
question was to answer it—nothing. in the 
first place, she could not master the 
sciences. In the second place could she at- 
tain to this Knowledge, it would be prac- 
tically useless to her. For what can a 
woman do,in this great business world? 
But this is an exploded theory. The facts 
in the case have long since disproved these 
vain calculations and unrighteous conclu- 
sions. Not a few of our women teachers 
in the public schools and even in the col- 
leges are teaching higher mathematics with 
wonderful power, evincing a genius not 
inferior to that manifested by the skilled 
mathematicians among men. 

Then there the department of music 
and of painting and of elocution, etc. In 
these I must believe she excels most easily. 
Then there are the normal and industrial 
features of our educational system. Into 
these wide Open and heaven appointed por- 
tals the women of the south as also of the 
north and everywhere, are gladly entering} 
Here, as in almost every other department 
of human affairs, man finds a proud and 
magnificent competitor in fair woman. | 
bless God for civilized and Christianized 
womanhood. I praise Him and take cour- 
age, as I see the blessed white pennants 
of her faith and power floating from every 
wall in dear old Georgia. 

We are glad to see our bright, promising 
girls coming up from all over the south- 
land to embrace the opportunity of the 
hour. We are glad to see such fine inviting 
fields that hold such promise and honor 
and usefulness to girls of energy and 
pluck and sanctified common sense. 

This seems to be a day of the survival 
of the fittest. The man or woman who suc- 
ceeds today is the one who knows how to 
do things. There is no longer a premium 
on ignorance. Knowledge is power. Igno- 
rance is weakness and shame. 

If one time woman was man’s inferior 
and slave, now she is his equal and his 
queen. And the greater role Christian edu- 
cation plays on the stage of human action 
the more refined and nobler will home life 
become and the stronger grip will that dear 
little woman who sits as queen in her home 
have on the world for God. 

Woman's mission is more than to stand 
ait the washtub and dus', sweep and scrub 
and cook and sew and darn and in drudg- 
ery wear her life away. Let it be under- 
stood that all honest toil is praiseworthy, 
whether it be in a factory Or in some 
Stylish millinery store, whether it be the 
Part of a servant girl or the writing of 
books. However it is obligatory upon 
every rational creature to make the most 
of his opportunities. If a girl can fit her- 
self for a teacher it were a shame for her 
‘o do the work of a washerwoman. If she 
can learn music or painting or telegraphy 
Or stenography why should she cook or 
scrub or do the drudgery of a slave? 

Our people are more alive to the educa- 
tional interests of their daughters than 
ever before. The brothers, nobie fellows 
that they are, for a long time have been 
enjoying and reaping almost exclusive 
rights and privileges in educational ad- 
Vaniages, but at last their long-neglected 
queenly sisters are enjoying equally with 
their manly brothers the triumphs and 
g-ories of a Christian education. If the 
Methodists have their Emory for the boys 
they also have their Wesleyan for the girls. 
If the Baptists have their Mercer for the 
boys they aiso have rheir Shorter and 
Gainesville seminary and Nunnally’s col- 
lege and Cox's college and Monroe college 
all for girls. What a splendid array of

The doors of these 
splendid institutions of learning are open 
to all @enominations and to no denomina- 
tion.

And never have parents 
struggled harder and savrificed more, and 
never have ambitious efris «thirsted and 
prayed with such intensity for knowledge 
as now. And never has the gulf between 
ignorance and knowledge been so deep.and 
the struggle between darkness and light 
been so fierce and the demand for edu- 
Cated women been so urgent as now. 

The whole world seems to be in a hot 
Chase for knowledge. Every field of hu- 
man activities is receiving a fresh impetus 
for greater achievements. Christian edu- 
cation is quickening the pulses of the na- 
tions. 

Neglect the minds and hearts of your 
women and you invite a rein of misrule 
and anarchy and terror, but give them a 
Christian education, teach them a thousand 
vseful things, instruct them in books, 
especially in the Book and you exalt your 
homes and make glorious your republic.

RELIGIOUS ITEMS 


OF GENERAL INTEREST. 
Rev. G. B. Strickler, D.D., of Union sem- 
inary, Richmond, was elected by the board 
of trustees rector of Washington and Lee 
university. This is a distinguished and in- 
fluential position similar to president of 
the board. It does not at all involve any 
change of residence, or of his duties in the 
seminary. 


In the British house of commons recently 
the church discipline bill, which created a 
System of state courts to deal directly with 
the ritualistic practices within the estab- 
lished church, was defeated by a vote of 310 
to 156. But the defeat was tempered by 
the fact that the house pledged itself to 
enact legislation which would enforce the 
existing laws of the church and the nation. 


Professor George H. Gilbert, of the Con- 
eregational theological seminary in Chicago, 
is under fire. He is charged by Dr. J. A. 
Adams, in The Advance, with teaching 
doctrines almost identical with those of 
Dr. McGiffert. Dr. Adams, though recog- 
nizing the fact that, under Congregational 
policy, Professor Gilbert cannet be reached 
by a judictal policy, believes that he should 
in some way be told to sever his relations 
with the seminary.

ganization Meets in Richmond, 
The ninth annual convention of the Bap- 
tist Young People’s Union of America 
will meet at Richmond, Va., July 13th 
to 16th. The attendance on this great 


| convention will doubtless be larger than

ever before. Richmond being a most at- 
tractive city and being so conveniently 
located with reference to mountains, sea- 
shore and the national capital to which 
resorts cheap side-trip tickets will be sold, 
will very largely increase the attendance. 
Many will go and make this their summer 
vacation. The low railroad rate of one 
fare for the round trip will be attractive. 

The attendance from Georgia will be 
universally large. The indications point to 
a delegation of some 150 or 200. The Bap- 
tist Young People’s Union of the state 
has selected the Southern railway as their 
official route. The official train will leave 
Atlanta at 12 o’clock noon, Wednesday, 
July 12th, reaching Richmond at 6 next 
morning. The train will be handsomely 
decorated and delegates aboard furnished 
with the state badge. Mr. W. W. Grimes, 
of Atlanta, is state transportation leader, 
and has charge of the party en route, and 
arranges for their accommodations while 
in Richmond. The Richmond committees 
will make no reservations for individuals; 
all arrangements must be made through 
the transportaiton leader. 

It is expected that some 20,000 will at- 
tend the convention. The convention is 
international, embracing all of North 
America. It will be held in the auditori- 
um, which has a seating capacity of some 
15.000. The building will be tastefully dec- 
orated with flags and bunting, and the 
Baptist Young People’s Union colors. A 
chotr which has been in training for sev- 
eral months, will have charge of the mu- 
sic, and will make it one of the features 
of the convention. It consists of several 
hundred voices. The key word of the con- 
vention is “Discipleship.” Some of the 
subjects of addresses are ‘The Disciple 
and His Lord,” “The Disciple and His 
Fellowman,.” “The Law of Discipleship,” 
“A Disciple’s Wages.” “The Disciple at 
His Task,”’ ‘‘The Disciple and the Church,”’ 
“The Disciple and His Books.”” The speak- 
ers are among the leading Baptists of the 
world, and from all parts of the continent. 

The address of welcome on behalf of the 
etate will be made by Governor Tyler; on 
behalf of the Baptists of the state, by 
Dr. William E. Hatcher, of Richmond. 
The convention sermon will be preached by 
Rev. T. J. Villers, D.D., of Indianap- 
olis, Ind. 

The president of the convention is John 
H. Chapman, Esq., of Chicago. He has 
been president from the organization of 
the body in 1891. The general secretary is 
Rev. E. E. Chivers, D.D., of Chicago, who 
is well known in Atlanta, having spoken 
here several times. 

Conventions have previously been held 
in Chicago, Indianapolis, Detroit, Toronto, 
Baltimore, Milwaukee, Chattanooga and 
Buffalo. |

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QUEER FRIENDSHIPS. 


* Different Animals That Get Along 


Very Well with Each Other. 
From The New York Sun. 

An intimate connection existing between 
different anlmals is known as commensal- 
ism, commensals being creatures which 
may be said to sit at the same table but 
which do not prey upon one anothe. Of 
late years naturalists have become ac- 
quainted with numerous examples of this 
form of animal partnership. In one of 
the Chicken islands, of the New Zealand 
coast, a curious lizard known as the tua- 
tara and certain species of ihe petrels 
were found inhabiting the same burrows, 
apparently on the best of terms. In rare 
cases the burrow, which consisis of a pas- 
sage two or three feet long, ending in a 
chamber a foot and a half long, one foot 
broad and six inches high, is the work of 
the bird. As a rule, however, the lizard 
is the excavator. Each builts its pest 
On opposite sides of the chamber, the lz- 
ard almost invariably choosing the left 
and the petre] the right side. The lizard 
feeds partly on worms and beetles and 
partly on the remnants of fishes brought 
to their common table by the petrel, both 
animals being thus benetited by the puart- 
nership. This is probably more than can 
be suid of the prairie dog, whose under- 
ground home is frequently shared by the 
rattlesnake and the burrowing owl. These 
were at one time supposed to rorm a “‘hap- 
Py family,’’ but considerable doubt has 
been cast upon the point by the discevery 
of young prairie dogs in the stomach of 
the rattlesnake, which seems to indicate 
that the commensalism in this particuiar 
case has been a one-sided affair so far as 
the benefits were concerned. 

It is among marine animals, however, 
that the most striking examples of com- 
mensalism have been observed. A feeble 
fish called the remora owes its success in 
life to the powerful alliance it forms. One 
of its fins has been transformed into a 
sucker placed right on top of its head, by 
means of which it attaches itself firmly to 
any passing shark, whale or even ship, no 
doubt mistaking the latter for some huge 
sea monster. By these it is transported 
without any exertion on its own part over 
great distances, meanwhile picking up such 
food as may come in its way. 

Several small fishes have been found also 
to habitually lodge In the mouth eavity of 
a Brazilian omtfish, sharing such food as 
the latter succeeds in capturing. The en- 
emies of the smaller fishes are so numer- 
ous that it is only by retreating to places 
inaccessible to their foes that they have a 
chance of survival. A favorite shelter for 
many small fishes is the round disk of the 
larger sea jellies, the stinging proper 
of which probably cause them to be avo 
by the other sea denizens of the dee; 
many as twenty fishes have been c 
swimming within the fringed margin 
one of these pulsating umbrellas The 
sea cucumbers are another lowly group of 
marine forms which afford shelter to fishes. 

Other instances might be given, such as 
that of the little pea crab, found tn mus- 
eels and other bivalve shells, which in 
return for the protection given them by 
the malluocan shell gives its host a share 
of the food {t captures. 
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CENSUS OF INSECTS IS TAKEN. 


There Are Good. Bad and Indifferent 
and Comprise 300 Families. 


From The London Mail. 

An insect census has just been taken on 
purely scientifie lines with a view to deter- 
mine as far as it is possible which insects 
are a boon and a blessing to mankind and 
which are the reverse. 

Although the statistics quite upset the 
old idea that all insects and lower animals 
were created solely for man's benefit, vet it 
is conclusively proved that while some in- 
sects are rightly termed “‘pests,”’ there are 
others that render us considerable service, 
and fortunately for our crops and vegeta- 
tion, the latter are in the majority. 

According to the census, the insects are 
to be classified as good, band and indiffer- 
ent; the good insects number 116 families, 
the bad amount to 113 families, while the 
indifferent insects, who could not for one 
reason or another satisfactorily answer all 
the questions on their census papers, and 
must, therefore, for the present be looked 
upon as doubtful characters, reach a to- 
tal of seventy-two families. 

No fewer than 112 fimilies of the bad or 
injurious insects feed upon cultivated 
Plants and crops, doing damage to and 
devouring thousands of pounds’ worth of 
vegetable produce annually, gobbling up 
our spring cabbages and succulent young 
peas, *ete., in the most ruthless fashion, 
while the one hundred and thirteenth fam- 
lly is parasitic upon and causes much harm 
to warm-blooded animals. 

Of the good or beneficial inseics, seventy- 
nine families devote themselves to the de- 
Struction of of thelr wicked, vegetable-de- 
vouring brethren, which they aceomplish 
in a most satisfactory and wholesome man- 
ner, while of the remaining useful insects, 
thirty-two families act as scavengers, clear- 
ing away with great rapidity all sorts of 
decaying vegetable and animal matter, two 
families aid us as pollenisers and three 
form foed for our eatable fishes.

Professor Snyder has 
Leen enabled by experiments upon men in 
feeding them for days at a time certain 
lines of food, to arrive at what is reason- 
able ration for a man at work, that a man 
must have, where he has but little meat 
and not many vegetables, at least two 
pounds of bread per day. 

This musf be honest bread, made*from 
the very best of flour, containing not less 
than 12 per cent of gluten. In case any 
per cent of this gluten is driven out, to 
that extent the man’s dietary is impaired. 
Suppose you were living on largely a bread 
diet, as so many American laborers are, 
they and their families. If suddenly, and 
Withoutgany knowledge of the fact—for 
the adulterated flour cannot be told by its 
appeatance from the pure—your bread be- 
came from 15 ‘to 40 per cent, or even in 
Some cases SU per cent impoverished, how 
long before your strength and the strength 
of your family would show the effects? 
And whether you are a laboring man or 
not, a very large part of your food jis 
made up from bread of other articles of 
diet in which flour js used, and to the ex- 
tent that this flourds adulterated with this 
corn starch to that extent you are robbed. 

There is no theory here, it ts plain fact; 
anyone who wants to test jt can go from 
a diet of two pounds of rich, nutritious 
bread, made from honest flour, per diem, 
with the few vegetabes and the infrequent 
meat of a good many laboring men, to a 
diet on adulterated bread containing one- 
third as muoh strength-giving power, and 
test it to their own satisfaction. If you try 
it long enough you will not need a dia- 
fram or a diagnosis to show you what is 
the matter with you. 

Some months ago, when the price of 
wheat was in the dollar region, complaints 
about adulterated flour were made from 
Various parts of the western and souta- 
western portions of the country. So per- 
sistent and frequent were these complaints 
that congressional action at last was in- 
voked. Professor Snyderf, at the head of 
the department of chemistry in the Uni- 
versity of (Minnesota, has been called upon 
totest many samples of thes adulterated 
flours. H[ere are three analysis, one show- 
ing what a typical honest wheat and 
adulterated flour is composed of, and one 
showing the constituent parts of rice 
flour. It need only to be said in this con- 
nection that the sample of rice flour, 
largely the food of the Chinese laborer, 
is practically the same as to its faopd val- 
ue as the sample of adulterated flour, 
which is only one of many which Profes- 
sor Snyder has recently been testing.

In this latter instance it will be seen that 
he who should eat bread from this flour 
would get 4.23 per cent gluten, or protein, 
or life-giving power, as you wish to call it, 
one-third more starch than nature intended 
he should have. 

The adulturation of one of the most im- 
portant elements in the food of the nation 
is not lightly to be ignored; its detriment 
to the race, physical and in large measure 
mental, will be in direct proportion to its 
extent. You may produce a cadaverous 
Chinese laborer on this adulturated bread, 
but it will never make an American of 
the type of which America is proud.

The Gzar Thelr Best 


Patron. 
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Eighteen years ago a man had an idea, 
which he developed with 50 cents, the last 
money in his pocket. Less than a month 
ago half a dozen firms engaged in the bus- 
iness resulting from that idea, coalesced, 
and capitalized their joint undertaking at 
$5,000,000. Even at that they had no stock 
for sale—the capltalization was merely an 
equitable prorating. Unless all signs fail 
there will be handsome dividends. The bus- 
iness is international, and so solidly estab- 
lished only a soeial cataclysm can overset 
it. 

The story has been told more than once 
of how a young Russian-American at the 
end of his resources, saw a famous French 
artist pay handsomely for papers several 
days old, containing notices of his salon 
pictures, and was inspired by the sight 
with the thought of making a business of 
furnishing such notices to whoever had 
need of them. But the spread and develop- 
ment of the thing thus insignificantly be- 
gun, will be news to the most part of the 
reading world. 

Today 60,000 persons and $50,000,000 are 
employed in the business of making and 
distributing newspaper clippings. * There ave 
between fifty and one hundred bureaus in 
the United States, nearly as many in Eng- 
land and on tlie continent, others at Mel- 
bourne, Sydney, Calcutia, Yokahoma, Hong 
Kong, Johannesburg, Natal, Buenos Ayres 
and Rio de Janeiro. All the biggest of these 
are in effect international. If they have not 
branches all about, they have instead a 
sort of traffic arrangement, after the man- 
ner of the big banks, by which thelr for- 
eign correspondents fill cabled orders quite 
as though they were received over their 
own counters. 

Even this does not mark the full spread 
of the idea. Railways, telegraph lines and 
express companied have gone into the bus- 
iness on their own account. At first they 
were among the regular bureaus’ most 
paying subscribers, but presently they be- 
gan ordering local agents to clip and file 
every line of railway matter appearing in 
local sheets, and to send the clippings to 
the main office, where they are indexed and 
put away. Several times an item so Kept has 
proved to be worth a good many dollars to 
the company keeping it. 

SPECIALIZED CLIPPINGS. 

Among clippers as elsewhere specializa- 
tion works. Some bureaus give their whole 
mind to things Hterary. To them the au- 
thor, especially the fledgeling author, is as 
the shadow of a great rock in a weary 
land. The minute a book is out—sometimes 
even earlier—thu writer, inclosing a sample 
clipping—a notice of himself or his book, 
and asking his subscription. The rate is 
$> a hundred clippings, or if the writer be 
little known, $5 a year. Where competition 
is keen, figures are often lowered one-half. 
In case the author should already have en- 
gaged with another bureau, it is not uncom- 
mon to ask that the later comer be allow- 
ed to send clippings also, receiving pay on- 
ly for such as are not duplicates of those 
already received. 

Besides notices and reviews the literary 
bureau, will, if ordered, send all manner 
of literary intelligence, It is thus a very 
present help to those who live away from 
the great centers. It is a question, how- 
ever, if the bureau is not equally a boon 
to those in the great centers. Life there Is 
so tense and crowded, One has but little 
time to seek out items for himself. 

Certain facts in clippifig history bear out 
the idea. Emperor William, for example, 
is much to busy to read the papers, yet 
needs strenuously to know what his world 
is saying of particular things. So he has 
a scrapbook, in charge of a court officer, 
whose business it is to see that every morn- 
ing it is brought strictly up-to-date, and du- 
ly submitted to the imperial eye. W. T. 
Stead, another very busy man, 1!s credited 
with possesing a whole library of books 
made up of clippings, It fills three dingy 
rooms in a London house, and is said to 
have suggested to him the plan of the Re- 
view of Reviews. 

Other bureaus concern themeslves main- 
ly with business affiairs. They. give to 
their subscribers not only all that appears 
in print concerning the subscribers’ lines 
of business, but. advance intelligence of 
such things as the letting of contracts, the 
adoption of building plans, new materials, 
inventions, discoveries, legal decisions af- 
fecting commercial interests, also legisila- 
tion. While the Dingley bill was pending 
every firm interested in the wool trade re- 
ceived from a Chicago bureau every scrap 
of intelligence bearing on the wool sched- 
ules. It is the same with other staples— 
cotton, copper, wheat, live stock, crop pros- 
pects generally. The whole material world 
indeed is the business bureau’s parish, 
and one that is very carefully looked after. 

The very latest development is the bu- 
reau of medical intelligence, which collects 
and distributes whatever is new in medi- 
cine. Thjs not merely of the astounding 
discoveries that exploit themselves, but 
of operations, experiments, theories even, 
which men eminent in the profession put 
into print. They are, of course, always 
available to the men who Know where to 
find them and have time to look. 

PATRONS ROYAL AND OTHERWISE. 

One needs imagination to see anything 
Picturesque in the mechanics of clipping. 
One establishment with over a hundred em- 
ployees, shows to the causal eye only ranks 
and rows of men and women, reading blue 
penciling, pasting and stamping. This bu- 
reau’s usual output is 30,000 a week. Under 
a rush order it could clip and mail 100,000. 
There is an elaborate system of card clas- 
sification. The cards are hung on hooks 
in a stair-step-y rack some four feet across, 
and running the whole length of a very long 
room, Nearly every hook is filled, but the 
fact is far from being solely a comment 
on human vanity. It needs but a little 
reflection to see that the clippings run the 
whole gamut of human passions, necessi- 
ties and desires. 

With that in mind a certain sense of tragi- 
comedy, or comic tragedy comeg as one 
looks. The common place manila enve- 
lopes, fly out and about, freighted with 
things. Ninety-nine may signify nothing, 
yet the hundredth be potential of joy or 
grief, of failure or success. Particular 
among the personal clippings, which makes 
still so large a part of the general business. 
Oddly enough it is not the class one would 
look for, acters, artists and authors—which 
is most avid of this sort of thing. Society 
people are even more anxious to see what 
the world outside thinks of them. This 
is not only of the great lights, but those 
who affect to deplore publicity. The book 
of “latest orders” in a big New York es- 
tablishment around horse show and dog 
show times, and in the era of important 
social functions, would reveal much as 
to the inwardness and inspiration of cer- 
tain published things. 

The professionals, however, by no means 
slight the bureau's good offices, They 
could not afford to—neither could the bu- 
reaus afford to let them. Witness these 
two facts: Duse in the course of eleven 
weeks received 2,888 personal clippings; 
Richard Mansfield’s order excludes the 
works of his press agent, and critiques of 
his plays as plays, yet in the season, his 
weekly clipping bill often runs to $30,

immense business has been 
built up in travel abroad. Qhe bold state- 
ment that 150,000 Americans will go to 
Europe this year conveys no adequate im- 
pression of its proportions. 

These figures, 1t must be remembered, 
relate only to Atlantic travel. There are 
increasingly large numbers of persons who 
start on their wanderings from Pacific 
ports. This travel has recelved an tUn- 
usual] stimulus this year from the events 
which have turned the attention of Ameri- 
Cans to the far east. Counting in the voy- 
agers to the orient, to South American and 
other less visited points, there are prob- 
ably not less than 200,000 Americans who 
will visit foreign this summer. If 
they all went on one grand excursion it 
would require a train of passenger cars 
thirty miles long and a fleet of 300 steam- 
ers, forming im single file a steaming line 
100 miles long, to convey them, 

Nearly two-thirds of these travelers 
Want to leave this country in (May, June 
or July, and to return in August, Septem- 
ber and October. Therefore, the tide of 
foreign travel is marked Dy movements as 
regular as itself. It rises 
Sharpiy at the beginning of May, reaches 
its height toward the end of June, and

All the Hners outfit for thelr voyages on 
this eide.

The cost of first cabin passage by all 
the great liners is $100 during the summer 
season.

As the length of ihe 
usual stay is from six weeks to ‘two 
months, the outlay for each person, judged 
by this standard, will amount to between 
$400 and $600. Of course there are many 
who spend several times this amount, and 
an awerage of $0 for each person is a 
very conservative estimate. According to 
this calculation the amount spent by 
Americans on foreign touring this summer 
will not fall short of $100,000,000, or more

He thas tshown 
himself exceedingly well disposed toward 
them. Some of their notable orders have 
come at his instance. A New York bureau 
man has made for him sumptuously bound 
scrap books, all Russia leather, and gold 
clasps and gilt edges, first about the death 
and obesequies of his father, Alexander 
Ill, then about. his own marriage and 
coronation ceremonies, and later in regard 
to the American journey of Prince Hillkoff, 
his minister of railways. The same house 
has now in hand clippings about the peace 
conference, which are to form another in 
the series of imperial scrapbooks. They 
are the finest ever made in New York, ex- 
ceeding even the magnificent volumes in 
which Mrs. Bradley-Martin is preserving 
the eight thousand-odd clippings in praise 
of her famous ball.

The volumes are bound in mo- 
rocca cloth, and cost the government $1,000. 
That sum, indeed, hardly covered the cost 
of making, but the bureau man has gath- 
ered a duplicate set of clippings and looks 
for his profit in them. whenever a rich and 
patriotic citizen decided to give a similar 
history to West Point oe Annapolis.

Ten of the widows are stil] 
living, but four were kept away from the 
celebration by illness or distance, An im- 
mense banquet was one feature of the festi- 
val on the ninety-eighth anniversary of 
Brigham Young’s birth. Over 300 descend- 
ants of the Mormon leader sat at the table, 
As many more are living or doing mission 
work in every country on the globe. At the 
head of the banqueters present was Apostle 
Brigham Young, a favorite son of the first 
Brigham Young and fourth in line for the 
presidency of’ the Mormon church, Brig- 
ham Young, Jr., has four wives. 

Interest centered, however, in the six old 
women, widows of the mah who made plu- 
ral marriage a vital principle of the Mor- 
mon religion, They are from sixty to eighty 
years old, and all occupy exalted positions 
in Mormonism today.

Mr. Whiteing was born in London some 
fifty odd years ago. In his teens he 
studied engraving, with a 
strong desire to see life he was constantly 
leaving his confining work for the more 
congenial study of social conditions. ‘“Lon- 
don.”’ Mr. Whiteing says, ‘always had an 
extraordinary fascination for me, 4s the

Colonel Ben E. Green, of Dalton, 
is the author of two important magazine

at the instance of the United States govern- 
ment for the purpose of transacting some 
official business in that quarter, On account 
of the strategic position which Cuba occu- 
pied at the mouth of the Gulf of Mexico 
many Americans were anxious to see that 
island acquired by the United States, and 
Colonel Green was instructed incidentally 
to inquire into the status of affairs in 
Cuba with this ultimate object in view. 
Colonel Green, in his article on ‘“Presi- 
dents Taylor and Grant on the West In- 
thus tells of the circumstances under 


Ga., 


dies,”’ 
which he made the trip: 

‘In June, 1849—nearly fifty years ago— 
Secretary of State John Middleton Clayton, 
of Delaware, wrote asking me to call on 
him at the state department. He wished me 
to start at once on a secret mission to the 
West Indies—to report on the condition of 
Cuba and secure a naval station on the 
Bay of Samana by a treaty, recognizing 
the Dominion republic, for which I was to 
have plenipotentiary powers, to be used, or 
not, at my discretion. I had just become a 
partner in a contract to build a railroad 
from Knoxville, Tenn., to Dalton, Ga. For 
that and other reasons I at first declined. 

“The secretary urged that he and the 
president considered this mission one of 
the most important measures of their ad- 
ministration. The position of Cuba at the 
entrance and exit of the Atlantic ocean, 
Carribean sea and Gulf of Mexico, present- 
ed problems of great interest, not only to 
the gulf ports and southern states, but 
also to all that vast territory of the north 
and west watered by the Ohio, Missouri 
and other tributaries of the Mississippl; 
whose products must pass by Cuba in 
search of a foreign market. The only prop- 
er and effectual solution would be the ac- 
quisition of Cuba. That should be _  ac- 
complished as speedily as possible, with 
due regard to treaty obligations, and the 
claims of Spain. Meanwhile, the president 
said he desired to secure a naval statfon 
on the Bay of Samana at once; if it could 
be done by a treaty with the Dominion re- 
public under conditions thta would be ap- 
proved by the senate and people. 

Colonel Green undertook the commission. 
Iie visited Cuba; and after carefully in- 
quiring into the status of affairs on the 
island, he came to the conclusion that ac- 
quisition by purchase was out of the ques- 
tion at that particular time. On reaching 
San Domingo he found that the negro prob- 
lem was disturbing the life of that repub- 
lic and he immediately began to 
pians for encouraging white immigration. 
In due time he outlined his recommenda- 
tions to the United States government, but 
on account of the sudden death of President 
Taylor, resulting in several important 
changes in the character of the administra- 
tion, nothing was done. Although fifty years 
have elapsed since the time of which Colo- 
nel Green writes, there is much of timely 
interest in the subject matter with which 
he deals.

Books Reviewed, 
“WHEN THE SLEEPER 

By H. G. Wells. Harper & 

York and London, publishers. 

Mr. Wells, the author of this unique 
work, ia well Known as the vender of cu- 
rious literary wares. Whenever he comes 
before the public he startles his admirers 
with something new. This time he scores 
another distinct success and adds another 
fresh leaf to his fair laurels. In the vol- 
ume under review Mr. Wells deals with 
life in London In 2100. The plot is not in 
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the least extraordinary, but the realistic 
detail of the narrative is. 

Graham, the sleeper, goes into a trance 
at the end of the nineteenth century and 
sleeps for two hundred years. During 
this time his small fortune continually 
increases, and when he awakes he finds 
that he has become the owner of more 
than half the world. His awakening is 
the signal for a general uprising in the 
Sleeper's favor, led by one Ostrog. The 
sleeper escapes from the glass cage in 
which the counselors of the city have im- 
prisoned him, joins Ostrog after an excit- 
Ing chase over the great glass roof that 
covered the whole of London, and the 
counselors are defeated after a bloody bat- 
tle. 

The interest of the book consists mainly 
in the picture which it gives of the civiliza- 
lion of two hundred years hence, when 
there are but four cities in England, when 
country _life is a thing of the past, when 
newspapers have been .eplaced by large 
phonegraphic machines, when aeropiles 
and aeropjanes hover in the sky, and when 
‘moving fways” have taken the place of

The poet, in sweet and lofty philosophy, 
continues his similes, comparing the ele- 
ments of his stalwart and lustrous corn 
stalk with the nature and the work of the 
true poet. Then, with rapid and masterly 
touches, he paints a picture of a deserted 
Georgia farm and describes the woeful 
circumstances which forced the farmer to 
forsake the old homestead, after having 
vainly chased the rainbow of wealth, which 
he jmagines can be grasped by abandoning 
the cultivation of oorn (‘for speculative 
crops of cotton. The exposition which the 
poet gives of the processes by which the 
trusting Lut deceived cotton farmer is final- 
ly brought to ruin, is graphic and powerful. 

Very dear to the heart of our great Géor- 
gia poet is the old, deserted Georgia hill 
which 
‘Bares to the sun his piteous aged crest, 

And seamy breast, 
By restless hearted children left to lie 
Untended there beneath the heedless sky, 
As barbarous folks expose their old to 
die,”’ 


and, in conclusion, the poet apostrophizes 
it in the following exquisite and majestic 
lines: 
“Old hill, 
Lear, 
Whom the divine Cordelia of the year, 
E’en pitying Spring, will vainly strive to 
cheer— 
King, that no 
may own, 
Discrowned, undaughtered and alone— 
Yet shall the great God turn thy fate,

This poem was universally admired, and 
secured for its author the, warm friendship 
and the valuable influence of many of the 
foremost writers and critics of the day. 
Prominent among these was Bayard Tay- 
lor, through whose instrumentality Lanier 
Was selected to write the words for the 
cantata which was sung at the opening of 
the Centennial exposition at Philadelphia 
in 1876. 

‘“Sunrise,’’ Lanier’s last and his grandest 
poem, was written when he was too weak 
even to raise his hand. to his mouth. The 
poem was one of his series of “Hymns of 
the Marshes,’ This unfinished series in- 
cludes “Sunrise,” “Individuality,” ‘Sun- 
set’’ and “The Marshes of Glynn.’ The 
poems of this serles are suffused with the 
celestial light of genius. They are frag- 
ments of exquisite art, and contain the 
quintessence of the poet’s ideal life. The 
workmanship is perfect; they display a 
wealth of imagery, power of imagination, 
a subtle sweetness of music and hamony o! 
numbers, a profound philosophic insight 
into the mysterious language and portents 
of nature, and a Knowledge of the deepest 
thoughts and intuitions of the human 
heart, unequaled in American poetry, and 
surpassed only by a few of the master 
poets of the world. 

Listen to the poet's invocation to the 
leaves, as he stands, at gunrise, in the 
marshes, holding spiritual converse with 
the live oak, “the sweet burly-boled, man- 
bodied tree,’’ which his arms are embrac- 
ing in thy prescient darkness that precedes 
sunrise: 


“Ye lispers, whisperers, singers in storms, 

Ye consciences murmuring faiths under 
forms, 

Ye ministers meet for each 
grieves, 

Friendly, sisterly, sweetheart leaves, 

Og. rain me down from your darks that 
contain me 

Wisdoms ye winnow from winds that pain 
me— 

Sift down tremors of wseet-within-sweet,. 

That advise me of more than they bring— 
repeat , 

Me the woods-smell that swiftly but now 
brought breath

The great question here is 
not about drinking or selling whisky, but is 
about the right of a man to order a bottle 
or a jug from Atlanta ‘for his private use 
or for medicinal purposes; and its agitation 
and denunciation has niade as much talk 
as the magna charta, and both sides de- 
clare they will take it to the supreme court 
of the United States of North America and 
the Philippines. 

Then, again, Hon. Pope Brown, the zeal- 
ous president of the State Agricultura] So- 
ciety, says the state will not prosper any 
more until the negroes are sent away or 
colonized; but if they won't go, what is to 
be done about it? He says that education 
has ruined the negro as a laborer, but how 
is it to be stopped? The rich fools at the 
rorth keep on dying and leaving money to 
negro schools, and our law-makers keep on 
making appropriations ‘for them and taxing 


. us to educate them to oppose our people 


and to take sides with our political enemies, 
who are killing negroes in Indiana because 
they want work. 

And now the war party want negroes to 
go to the Philippines and fight other ne- 
groes. That would be a good deliverance all 
round, but I don’t believe they will go to 
any extent. The nigger is in the wood pile, 
and he is here to stay. Let him stay ag 
long as he behaves, and if they won't be- 
have and be good citizens they will suffer 
in the flesh. Our people are tired fooling 
with them, and are desperately in earnest. 
I reckon we can get up excursions and take 
all the bad ones to Indiana and drop them. 
They will go on an excursion.

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DRAFTING DESIGNS ON SAND. 


The Indian of the Northwest Used 
Only an Ax, a Knife and Notched 
Stick To Build as Beautiful a 
Craft as Floats. 

Given but an ax and a knife by way of 
tools, with never a screw, nail or bit of 
manufactured material and the cleverest 
boat builder would throw up jin dspair the 
job of building any sort of craft except a 
raft. And yet such a task undee similar eon- 
ditions I have seen done by an ignorant say- 
age in the wilds of northern Canada about 
half way between New York and Klondike. 

Leaving his bark wigwam early in the 
morning, the Indian disappeared in the 
bush, an ax on his shoulder and carrying 
a keen bladed hunting knife. During the 
course of the day he returned with a huge 
roll of birch bark, two long saplings, a num- 
ber of split cedar logs and a bundle of 
spruce roots. 

Having deposited his burden on the beach, 
he proceeded to draft the lines of his lit- 
tle craft upon the sand. Next he took his 
measurements with a notched stick, and 
from these measurements drew designs 
upon the bark much as a tailor chalks his 
patterns upon cloth. He then deftly cut 
it to the required sizes and shapes, and 
having previously scraped and split his 
spruce roots until they resembled the strips 
of cane used for chair seating, he neatly 
sewed the odd looking pieces of bark to- 
gether until the whole took on the shape of 
a tidy little boat with finely pointed and 
rounded bow and stern. 

The cedar logs he split into strips about 
an eighth of an inch thick and pointed at 
the ends. These he used to sheathe the in- 
side of the canoe. 

To fashion the gunwale and the ribs was 
not such an easy matter. Taking his two 
saplings he made four long cedar strips 
about 1%x% inches and just of sufficient 
length. to bend round the top Inside body 
of the canoe and meet evenly at bow and 
stern. These pieces were first steamed in 
the hollow of an old log until sufficiently 
pliable, then neatly bending them to the 
required shape he bound two round the 
inside upper edges of the craft, making a 
substantial frame. The other two he used 
as a gunwale. 

He next gave his attention to the ribs, 
shaping them from cedar with his knife, 
steaming and bending them to fit tightly 
each in ita own particular place from stem 
to stern. he ribs were about two inches 
wide, pointed at both ends, so as to fit 
tightly into notches prepared for them in 
the frame, and were of different lengths ac- 
cording to their respective positions, those 
toward the ends being proportionately 
shofter than those at the center or widest 
part of the canoe. Three cedar cross bars 
which served the double purpose of seats 
were then tightly bound across the frame 
and nothing remained but to make the 
canoe watertight. 

A mixture of melted pine gum and char- 
coal smeared over the joints and allowed 
to harden and the little craft was ready 
for launching. When finished it was about 


‘nine feet long by two and one-half feet

‘‘! am firm in my opinion that only by 
systematic recru.-ting, orginzed and directed 
by the executive of the National, can our 
depleted ranks be filled. The mere ap- 
pointment of a committee representing va- 
rious sections will in nowlse accomplish 
results unless the committee make de- 
cided efforts to spread the knowledge of 
our work. 

“If | am elected, I pledge you my earn- 
est efforts in the work of recruiting, and 
in this matter I am positive that I ean 
accomplish considerable. ¢ 

“That the standard of our literature will 
not rank as high as it has in the past is 
so obvious that tye statement hardly need 
be made. A few, however, have been giv- 
ing us contributions worthy the printing 
und the urging of these to further efforts 
is a task to which, as president, I would 
pay considerable attention. The neglect 
which our laureateships are experiencing 
is a matter of much regret, and to that 
also will considerable attention be paid. 

“As an administration can hope for no 
great degress of success without being 
active in every sense of the word, I prom- 
ise you that, if elected, I shall regularly 
issue my paper and shall insist that my 
official board do the same. Without ac- 
tivity on the part of the official board it 
can hardly be expected that they can have 
much influence toward inducing others to 
do so. My future activity, however, does 
not depend upon the decision of the con- 
cention. Whether I am elected or not, 
my paper will not cease publication. 

“Whether fortune favors me or not, ¥ am 
grateful to you for your kindness in offer- 
ing me the nomination, and remain, fra-

likes to have his mistakes pointed qut. We 
may appear not to mind them, but [ft is 
human nature to smart under corrections, 
though some of us may be clever enough 
to conceal the smart. The fewer mistakes 
of a trivial character we call attention to 
the better. Two-thirds of :he mistakes we 
make are trivial and thelr correction un- 
Important. Why then call attention to 
them? A person speaks of having done a 
Ceriain thing in the morning, when in re- 
ality it was done in the afternoon. If no 
important point is involved, why call at- 
tention fo the mistake? What good does 
it do to have the exact time set right? 
Sensitive feelings have wtten been pricked 
by this needle of useless correction. 


“Tt is a great art, this art of learning to: 


allow others to be mistaken, when the 
mistake is unimportant. Few learn it, but 
those who do are among the most desir- 
able friends one can have. 

“These remarks have no special refer- 
ence to criticisms found in the word of 
umateur writers, and yet they may apply 
in some Cases.” 


One of the most interesting: publications 
received in a,long iime is ‘““‘The Amateur 
Journalist,” from Wakefield, England. 
The Amateur Journalist is the official or- 
tan of the British Amateur Press Assocla- 
tion and the issue bearing date for Jan- 
vary, 1899. contains twenty pages of bright 
wholesome matter that is decidedly appe- 
tizing to the amateur fraternities the world 
over. I should like to quote a number. 
of the articles and one especially about 
amateur journalism in France. Here is 
the way Mr. Percy L. Day writes of the 
young literary journalists of that country: 

“The editors of French amateur journals 
give every possible encouragement to their 
contributors by frequent grand literary, ar- 
tistic and musical competitions. The compe- 
tition generally consists of six sections, 
prose, verse, music, photography, drawings 
and engravings. In some instances the 
subject is compulsory, in others left to the 
discretion of the competitor. ‘La France 
Litteraire’ offers in each of the six divis- 
ions, a first prize of 100 francs and silver 
and bronze medals to the next successful. 
Each competitor, however, is required to 
pay a fee for each prose or verse contribu- 
tion sent in of 3 francs. In the artistic and 
musical divisions, 5 france, by payment of 
which any amateur will receive the maga- 
zine regularly for twelve months, La France 
litteraire, L’ Echo des Jeunes de Myoso- 
tis. and indeed, all French amateur maga- 
zines do not seem to accord their contrwbu- 
tors that generous indufgence which marks 
the British amateur editor (though he 
would like to imitate them if he could but 
persuade his contributors) for a charge of 
6 centimes per line of prose or verse ingert- 
ed is made! This will no doubt encourage 
condensation as verboseness means expense 
to the contributor. By subscriptions and 
these charges for inser@ions of contribu- 
tions, French amateur journals are made 
to pay. Poetry is evidently a strong point 
with French amateurs, for no less than 134 
competitors entered for the l2lst Sonnet 
competition of La France Litteraire, the 
prize awarded being ten copies of the mag- 
azines. This noteworthy paragraph occurs 
in the editorial notes of the above journal, 
‘At length the exhibition of 1900 is rapidly 
approaching, and the administration of La 
France Litteraire will be able to render 
valuable assistance to its subscribers as 
regards information or relative to their 
journey to Paris. The most suitable hotels 
and important attractions will be pointed 
out.’ One of the objects of La Nouvelle 


Plume is described as ‘being the preserva- | 


tion of the creed of literature and arts, in 
which ones leisure moments, which the 
struggle for existence vouchsafes, are 
agreeably utilized.’ In parenthesis, the edi- 
tor says this is an interesting question for 
discussion at the Paris congress of 1900, 
so British, Australian and American ama- 
teurs should take note. Should any. one 
doubt as to whether this journal is a bona- 
fide amateur publication, let me quote the 
following) announcement from one of its 
pages: ‘La Nouvelle Plume’ will appear as 
often as possible (according to the quality 
of good mariuscript for insertion). The 
magazine will appear regularly every month 
with illustrations and an increased number 
of pages as occasion requires. Theatrical 
comments form a prominent feature in 
magazines issued by ‘Les Jeunes'€ our 
French friends are highly favored in the 
matter of ‘press tickets.’ Puzzle tourna- 
ments are also much in evidence. Religious 
and political topics are tabooed.”’

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GREAT DANE WHIPS A LION. 


It Was in Cincinnati That a Sulky 
Lion Attacked His Keeper and 
His Life Was Saved by the Cour- 
age of a Dog. 

“Mardo” ig the name of a great Dane 
dog whose specialty is taking the conceit 
out of the king of beasts. He ie owned by 
Colonel 8. A. Stephan, superintendent of 
the Zoological Society of Cincinnati. and 
has been trained to watch the wild animals 
in the gardens of the society. During pert- 
odical carnivals in which the gentler of 
the beasts are allowed a certain amount of 
liberty, Mardo keeps them in place very 
much as a shepherd dog does his sheep . 

The latest exploit of the great Dane 
was to attack a lion that had turned on 
its keeper, get a strangle hold on the back 
of the lion’s neck and maltreat it so that 
the beast whined for mercy, and when 
released went to ites cage with tHe air of 
a whipped cur. In describing the occur- 
rence, Colonel Stephan writes: 

“One of the Keepers had been breaking 
the lion to be led by a chain, and had SO 
far succeeded in training him that he be- 
lieved he could give him a little outing in 
the large building where we had him 
caged. When he went to the cage to try 
the experiment. the keeper saw that the 
lion had a sulky fit. but having set his 
heart on testing the progress he had made 
with the big brute. did what afterwards 
turned out to be a foolsih thing, he ig- 
nored the lion’s sulks and led him out by 
the chain. He fortunately. had the wis- 
dom to follow while the lion took his les. 
son. 

“The lion feigned to come out of hte 
sulky fit when he saw Mardo, and walked 
very decidedly along for a distance of 
about seventy-five feet, when quick as a 
flash he turned on the keeper and knocked 
him duwn. In a few seconde there would 
have been a tragedy. but Nardo went at 
the lion like a demon, and his majesty of 
the forest soon found that he had his teeth 
and claws full of dog, and no time to carry 
out his designs on the keeper. : 

“Mardo jupmed on the back of the lion 
caught him in the back of the neck, and in 
vain did the Ilion try to shake off the dog 
The latter had @® grip that defied all buck- 
ing on the part of the under animal, and 
all the time he was chewing away at the 
neck of the king of beasts until the mane 
of the lion was dyed red with blood and 
the beast half frantic with rage and his 
inability to get at the dog. 

“At last the lion finally gave in. Ly- 
ing down, he whined for merey. and the 
keeper, seeing that he was thoroughly 
cowed, called the dog off. Mardo came 
down with. evident reluctance, and was 


with difficulty restrained from trying 4 
second fall with the Hon, which by this 
time was an abject object of pity, as meek 
as a lamb, and evidently ready to run at 
the slightest sign on Mardo’s part of a dis- 
position to renew the attack. The lion re- 


turned quietly to his cage, and has since * 


taken his exercise at the end of the chain 
with no more appearance of fight than Is 
found in a house cat of domestic habits.”’ 
Mardo is not quite two years old, is thir- 
ty-three inches in height, and in weight 
about 135 pounds. He is probably the only 
dog in the world who met a lion in fair 
fight and whipped him into submission.

Now that the United States possesses colonies there are problems connected with 
their government which afe apt to be suggested at the present juncture in our na- 
tional affairs. The experience of Great Britain, the greatest colonizing power in the 
world, must be of the highest possible advantage to our government in the solution 
of these problems, and her methods of ruling her numerous dependent races can be 
studied greatly to our advantage. Only a short time ago native Egyptian troops, use- 
less as soldiers a few years.ago, when trained by British officers proved invaluable 
in the recent Soudan campaign. In India the British troops number 72,5 and the na-
